a wide,township basis with professional

COMMITTEE MEMBERS agreed that 


if organised youth groups could be en- 
couraged to use the center for special 
events a greater variety of teens may 
begin to use it.

The committee agreed to contact lead- 


ers of the church and youth groups to 
ask them how they would like to use the 
center. 


The committee was formed last month 


following a public forum on the center's 
problems, which include low attendance 
and an operating deficit

committee said, "Looking at the back- 
ground of the center, it looks like on pa- 
per we've made an the right moves and 
it Just hasnt worked.

IN ADDITION, they agreed that Junior 


high school students could be Involved hi 
special events for their age group and in 
that way would get used to the Idea of 
going to the center. 


The Junior high school events now held 


at Grove and Lively Junior high schools, 
Stone said, could be held at the center 
and school personnel could provide su- 
pervision as they do now at the schools. 


"For programs like this we have to 


have some credibility with the home," he 
said. "Parents want to know there is go- 
ing to be supervision." 


Stone said, "If you can get the school 


people and people hi church groups to 
know about and believe you've got a 
good thing going, they'U promote it for 
you. If 25 kids go and have a good expe- 
rience, the next time you'U have 30 or 40 
kids."

Charles Zettek Interviewed 
Low-Income Housing: Big Issue ?

One of the most controversial issues 


Charles Zettek will face as president in 
the next 22 months in office has to deal 
with tow and moderate-income housing. 
However, Zettek, who recently replaced 
Jack Pahl as president when Pahl re- 
signed May 31, doesn't see it as a big 
issue. 


"I don't know it to be a,big issue," he 


said in a recent interview. "I don't think 
there is anything that comes before the 
government that can't be handled and 
explained to the people. 


"Anything you do, even if they (home- 


owners) aren't happy, you should at least 
be able to explain it. If you can't explain 
it then you're in trouble," he said. 


ZETTEK IS cautious about committing 


himself on tow or moderate-income hous- 


ing without having first seen a proposal. 
At the same time he reminds one that he 
can change his mind at virtually any- 
time. 


Borrowing a quote from the late Illi- 


nois Sen. Dirksen, Zettek said: "I am a 
man of principle and one of my prin- 
ciples is flexibility." 


He believes, "a man who is not willing 


to change his mind is a fool." 


Zettek said he doesn't know if Elk 


Grove Village should provide low or 
moderate-income housing, but then 
added, "I'd have to see what was being 
proposed. There might be some wonder- 
ful things available. 


"There are a lot of problems with that. 


We all know it," he said. 


A resident of the community for 14 


years, Zettek said he is interested to see 
what the housing commission recom-.

The bill, sponsored by State Rep. Rob- 


ert Juckett (R-Park Ridge), would give 
the bus company a reimbursement for 
each student rider equal to the difference 
between the reduced student fare and the 
regular full fare. A similar bill submitted 
last year by Juckett was defeated. 


State Rep. David Regner (R-Mount 


Prospect), House appropriations com- 
mittee chairman, Friday told the Herald 
that be expects a close vote on the bill' 
because of possible Democratic opposi- 
tion.

UNITED MOTOR COACH, which car- 


ries about Hi million school age riders 
each year, would receive a little less 
than $128,000 in 1972 under the proposed 
bill, according to Elmer Schuemann, 
vice president and general manager. 


He said the bus company, which pro- 


vides non-charter transportation for stu- 
dents at School Dist. 62 elementary 
schools and the four Maine Township 
Ugh schools, charges 12V4 cents per ride 
lass than full fare for high school stu- 
dents and 16 cents less for elementary

students. 


Under the formula in Juckett's bill, 


which limits por-ride reimbursement to 
one half the full fare, the bus company 
would receive $80,106 for transporting the 
Ugh school students and $44,352 for ele- 
mentary (ttirtaits, Schuemann said, or a 
total of $124,400. 


A small number of parochial school 


students would increase the annual reim- 
bursement to about $125,000, he said. 


The bus company, which now gains 


much of Its revenue from transporting 
school children, Is expected to suffer fi- 
nancially 
again this summer while 


schools are out, according to Schuemann. 


"THE SUMMER MONTHS are always 


tougher for us," he said. "Last year for 
July and August we dropped $35,000 in 
two months. I don't expect it to be that 
much this year but we always do hurt 
more in the summer." 


The bus company, which lost a total of 


$114,000 In 1070, reduced its fourth quar- 
ter losses to $3,500 after losing money at 
the rate of $13,000 a month much of the 
year. 


"Actually, for the first five months of 


this year, we're down to about a $4,600 
loss, which is a lot better picture than 
last year," Schuemann said Friday. 


The company has been voted subsidies 


totaling $3,674 a month by Des Plaines, 
Park Ridge, Niles and Morton Grove, al- 
though the firm has yet to receive any of 
the $l,385-a-month in motor fuel tax 
funds approved by officials in Des 
Plaines, Schuemann said. 


The bus company, which provides lim- 


ited service to most Northwest suburbs, 
last year requested $12,000 in monthly 
susbidies from North and Northwest sub- 
urban municipalities. 


Northwest suburban communities, the 
CCL said 11 are unacceptable and char- 
acterized them as "ignorant, bigoted, po- 
litical, inept, vicious, arrogant, crude, 
lazy, and lacking legal competence and 
judicial temperament."

A report of the Northwest Suburban 


Bar Association (NSBA), however, stated 
findings almost opposite to the CCL re- 
port. 


A 50-man evaluation committee of the 


NSBA, comprising lawyers who practice 
primarily in the two suburban districts, 
recommended the elevation of all but one 
of the 13 local magistrates. 


Robert Sklodowsti, committee chair- 


man, said, but tor the single exception, 
"We found them all well qualified and 
recommended they all be elevated." 


The NSEA rated the magistrates ex- 


cellent, gowl, fair and poor in each of six 
categories: knowledge of the law, judi- 
cial temperament, integrity, fairness of 
verdict, and tolerance of lawyers' sched- 
ules. 


ONLY PAUL A. O'MALLEY was de- 


scribed by the NSBA as unqualified and 
not recommended for elevation. Sklo- 
dowski said O'Malley received a "poor" 
rating in judicial temperament and 
"fair" in both fairness of verdict and tol- 
erance of lawyers' schedules. 


SklodowsW criticized the CCL findings, 


saying he thinks many of the recommen- 
dations were based primarily in "hear- 
say opinions." He cited, as an example, 
a statement in the CCL report that made 
the group found Jorzak unqualified be-

Are They Vulgar or Obscene? 
Book Shop Owner Gives His Views 


Charges Park District Rules Unfair 
Woman Golfer 
Really Teed Off 


Mrs. 
Patti Lister of Des Plaines is not 


a Women's Lib advocate. She just wants 
to play golf on Saturday mornings. 


"I think it's unfair," says Mrs. Lister, 


who is "teed off" at Mount Prospect 
Park officials because they have closed 
the fairways to members of the fairer 
sex on Saturday and Sunday mornings. 


Mrs. Lister, of 1099 Jeanette, has 


threatened to sue the park board, claim- 
ing her civil rights are being violated, 
unless the park district recants and 
opens up its Mount Prospect Country 
Club golf course to women on week end 
mornings. 


The whole thing started a couple weeks 


ago, says Mrs. Lister, who has played 
golf for four years and says she shoots in 
the "high 50's" for nine holes. 


"My husband and I went to play golf 


on Saturday, June 5. We had a starting 
time at 11:05 but when my 
husband 


started to pay our greens fee, they told 
me I wasn't allowed to play because I 
was a woman and women weren't 
allowed 
on the 
course 
before 
one 


o'clock," she says. 


"I asked one of the nun why they did 


this and he said 'go to the park board, 
lady," so I did," she says. 


"I 
CALLED THE Civil Liberties 


Union, and I called the Illinois Human 
Relations Commission and the Chicago 
Human Relations Commission and the 
Legal Aid Society and I made a lot. of 
other calls trying to get help," said Mrs. 
Lister, who finally was referred to an 
attorney by a women's liberation group. 


"They were the only ones who thought 


it was really wrong and discriminatory 
against women," she says. 


Accompanied by her attorney (a wom- 


an), Mrs. Lister went to the park board, 
where she was told the no-female ruling 
is traditional at the district's golf course. 


Men work all week, the park commis- 


sioner ;aid, and should be allowed to 
play by themselves on week end morn- 
ings. 


The park board attitude didn't sit too 


well with Mrs. Lister or her attorney, 
Judith Atkinson. 


"In effect, what they have done is 


completely outlawed women who work 
from playing golf," says Miss Atkinson. 


"To many men, especially four of the 


five men on the committee who all 
seemed over 50, this isn't any form of 
discrimination because of their chauvi- 
nistic male minds something like this is 
perfectly legitimate," she says. 


An additional park rule giving men tee- 


off times between 5 and 6 p.m. on week 
nights effectively blocks working women 
from playing at all, Miss Atkinson says. 


MISS ATKINSON SAYS she'll submit a 


brief to the park board telling why she 
thinks the no-woman ruling should be 
changed. 


"But if the park board refuses to listen 


to a reasonable argument and provide 
equal access to the golf course for all 
sexes at all hours, we will then be forced 
. to go to federal court," she says. 


Park officials point out that the course 


is open to women on Tuesday, Wednes- 
day and Thursday mornings and men are 
not allowed to play between 7:30 and 9:30 
a.m. on those days. 


"According to law, we cannot dis- 


criminate against anyone because of 
their six but we have found over the 
years that running the golf course with 
specific times for different groups to 
play gets the most use out of it," says 
Park Commissioner Roland Becker, 
chairman of the golf course committee. 


"We can run the golf course in an or- 


derly manner by setting up specific 
times for men's leagues, women's 
leagues and youth," he says. 


Tom Cooper, park director, says the 


no-woman rule on week end mornings is 
not discriminatory. 
• 


"We set the two days aside for men 


because they work all week. Women who 
are golfers can usually arrange to play 
during the week but Saturdays and Sun- 
days are the only time men can," says 
Cooper. 


BUT ACCORDING TO Mrs. Lister, a 


housewife with two children, she can't 
get out on week days and besides, she 
likes to play golf with her husband. 


"I happen to really enjoy playing 


golf," she says. 


"They said they based the whole thing 


on tradition because men have always 
played on the weekends and women dur- 
ing the week," she said. 


"Well, tradition is old hat and has gone 


out the window. I'm going to follow 
through with this as much as I can as 
long as it doesn't cost me too much mcfti- 
ey," she says. 
i 


But, she says, she won't go back to 


Mount Prospect Country club until they 
change the rules. 
• 


"I'm 
not going to humiliate myself 


again, I'll tell you that," she said. "The 
room was all filled with men and to be 
turned down in front of all of them, well, 
it was kind of frustrating."

the appropriate adjective. 


William Metlo. owner of the shop, has 


another view of the books: "I'd call them 
vulgar, if you want to know what ! think 
about them" 


Even with only one customer in the 


shop, Mello seems harried. He is a slim 
man with thinning gray hair, and a hesi- 
tant, nervous way of talking. You can't 
help but think he has an ulcer. 


Surrounded by magazines ami books 


that depict, in vivid detail, every kind of 
sexual behavior. Mello seems strangely 
detached and remote from il all When 
he shows off his wares. Mello doesn't 
sound like a typical small-time entrepre- 
neur. He sounds like a curious night 
watchman sneaking a look at the boss' 
secret stock. 


ME SEEMS HONESTLY bewildered by 


his own merchandise and awestruck at 


the artistic and legal ingenuity of the 
men who publish it. 


"I don't see how they get away with 


it," hi? says thumbing through a paper- 
buck book and pausing to point out some 
particularly 
intimate 
photographs. 


"When wn were kids, all we had were 
eight-pagers, you remember, and you'd 
hide them. 


"I guess the only way they can get 


away with it is because they're written 
by doctors." Mello says pointing to the 
Ph.D. 
afte an author's name. 


Mello seems equally puzzled by his 


customers. "When I opened up, I thought 
it would be a rough business, a lot of 
oddballs. But we haven't gotten many of 
those. We get the executives, men in 
white shirts and ties. They drive Cadil- 
lacs and Continentals. We even get men 
with their wives, and you never see a 
laborer, or a bricklayer in here, 


""W 
I TOLD YOU WHAT I think of 


them, 1 wouldn't have any more custom- 
ers. I don't understand why they buy 
them. Maybe it's for laughts. I don't 


know, but I'd go out and get the real 
thing, but'my wife has a pretty tight 
leash on me." 


When you ask Mello if he thinks that 


he is upholding the right of free speech 
or artistic freedom, he just looks puzzled 
and starts telling you that he doesn't 
think the magazines will hurt anyone. 


Why is he in the business? "It was just 


an idea of mine, no special reason. I 
have a heart condition and I needed 
something that wasn't too hard." So he 
got out of the greeting card business and 
into adult books. 


Six weeks ago, he opened his shop in a 


garage-like structure, just south of the 
Wheeling village limits. So far business 
has been "pretty good" but Mello says, 
"If I knew about all this trouble, I'd have 
gone somewhere else." 


HIS TROUBLE IS with the Wheeling 


Village Board. It passed an ordinance 
aimed at his shop two weeks ago, and 
officials plan to charge Mello with main- 
taining an "Unwholesome business." 
However, .Mello has not been cited. 


This upsets Mello. "I try to run a clean 


place here," he tells you earnestly. 
"Look, I've cleaned up inside and we're 
fixing up the outside. These stores are all 
over the place.You should see the place 
in Palatine, they have hard core." 


Looking at_ the magazines lining the 


walls, it's hard to- imagine what there is 
left to show, and Mello admits that he 
can't describe hard core pro-nography 
but he says he certainly wouldn't sell it. 


His customers are nice, well-behaved 


people, Mello said. "Most of them are 
from out-of-town, maybe 10 per cent 
come from Wheeling — I look at the sti- 
ckers on their cars. I guess people from 
Wheeling wouldn't want to be seen 
parked here. 


"We close at 9:30 every night. I tried 


staying open later but then all you get 
are the drunks. The people who come in 
here just want to sneak a book and get 
out. They don't talk to you and they nev- 
er ask for anything. 


"A lot of them give you the book face 


down, so you can't see what it is, but 
usually you can tell anyway."

But Msgr John Osterreich of New Jer- 


sey's Seton Hall University is a doughty

Judeo-Christian Studies, he feels bound 
to contend for desperately needed com- 
mon sense regarding the world's holiest 
city, Jerusalem 


Msgr Osterreich even went so far as 


to describe a letter to Pope Paul from 
Bishops Sabe Youwakim and Nemah 
Simaan (of Amman, Jordan) as contain- 
*4g "various falsehoods " 
| The bishops had written a strongly 
worded letter of protest concerning a 
new Israeli housing development on the 
outskirts of Jerusalem. Noting that "I do 
not know how this obviously private let- 
ter was made public," Msgr. Osterreich 
rephed that the Bishops' claim of "Je-

rusalem's being traditionally united with 
Jordan" overlooks its having been an- 
nexed by Trans Jordan's King Abdullah, 
only in 1949. "If the brief possession of 
the Old City of Jerusalem by Jordan can 
be called a tradition, then the stationing 
of the Soviet army of occupation in 
Czechoslovakia is a tradition as well." 


"I CANNOT SEE how a housing proj- 


ect on the outskirts of Jerusalem, desir- 
able or not, can change the sacred char- 
acter of the Old City," he observed. 
"Does an Arlington, Va. housing project 
threaten the historic character of the 
White House?" 


"Whoever sold the bishops the idea 


that these dwellings will confine Chris- 
tians and Moslems in 'a suffocating 
ghetto surrounded by a Hebrew Belt' 
must suffer from an imagination gone 
wild. What interest could Israel have in 
drying up so formidable a source of in- 
come as pilgrimages?" 


The Bishops had also written Pope 


Paul: 


"As Jerusalem is entirely and actually 


occupied by Israel, we feel we are ob- 
liged — before God, before history and 
before our conscience — to raise the 
voice of Christ." 


This familiar drafting of Jesus was 


dealt with crisply by the Monsignor 
"May I be so bold as to remind these 
bishops that Jesus, God's word to all 
men, was a Jew, nor a Jordanian." 


Then, in reaction to a recent speech in 


which Pope Paul spoke of "the recogni- 
tion of the extraordinary requirements of 
the Holy Places," Msgr. Osterreich 
noted: "He did not, as alleged, call for 
its internationalization . . . It would be 
insultinig his intelligence to assume that 
he favors a Jerusalem governed or su- 
pervised by a body in which Messrs. 
Mao and Brezhnev have vote and veto." 


He also noted the 1949 U.N. resolution 


to internationalize "was voided by Arab 
governments' rejection of the U.N. vote 
for an independent Jewish state and their 
war on it." Moreover he asks: 


"WHERE WAS THE Christian protest 


against the destruction of all Jerusalem's 
synagogues while Jordan ruled? . . . 
Rome is a universal city even though — 
or rather because — she is very Italian. I 
doubt if any Catholics would prefer her 
to be like Noah's Ark'" 


Pope Paul's Apostahc Delegate in Je- 


rusalem, Msgr. Pio Laghi, has stated 
that an editorial reference to "the Judai- 
zation of Jerusalem at the expense of the 
non-Jewish population," which appeared 
in the V a t i c a n daily newspaper 
L'Osservatore Romano, is not official 
Vatican policy. 


Israel has repeatedly offered to turn 


over jurisdiction of Christian holy places 
to responsible Christian bodies — pro- 
vided they are able to come to some 
agreement among themselves. (There is 
fierce rivalry, for instance, concerning 
denominational claims to sections of 
buildings such as the Church of the Holy 
Sepulchur in Jerusalem and the Church 
of The Nativity, Bethlehem.) 


The Pontiff's unfortunate (but typically 


arcane) reference, together with the 
L'Osservatore editorial came just as Je- 
rusalem's Mayor Teddy Kolleck began 
exploring the possibility of creating an 
Arab-governed borough (like Brooklyn or 
the Bronx in New York) in East Jerusa- 
lem. 


B e t t e r t h e Holy Father and 


L'Osservatore should show some concern 
for the Arabs' outright expropriation of a 
Catholic cathedral in Libya (now re- 
named the Nasser Mosque) — or the 
Arabs' massive slaughter of hundreds of 
thousands of black Catholics in Southern 
Sudan (which genocide seems also to 
have largely escaped the attention of 
America's black press )

There is 
not much you can do about the sounds 
made by use of the joints and these 
sounds don't mean you have or will have 
arthritis. On the whole, the benefits you 
get out of good exercise like ballet great- 
ly outweigh the danger of getting arth-

Low-Cost Housing Resisted 


by BOB LAHEY 


An economic expert on housing spelled 


out the hard facts of developing housing 
for the poor to about 150 representatives 
of 17 organizations at a meeting in Chi- 
cago Wednesday evening. 


Sponsored by the National Conference 


of Christians and Jews, the meeting at- 
tracted leaders of such organizations as 
the Leadership Council for Metropolitan 
Open Housing, the League of Women 
Voters, the NAACP, the Urban League 
and others. The specific purpose was to 
explore means of "opening up the sub- 
urbs" to low and moderate-income hous- 
ing. 


One of the principal speakers was Dr 


Anthony Downs, senior vice president of 
Real Estate Corporation. He is a former 
professor of economics at the University 
of Chicago and author of the book, "Ra- 
cial Prejudice and How to Combat it.1" 


There are, Downs said, six basic rea- 


sons why low-income housing meets stiff 
resistance wherever it is proposed. What 
proponents of such housing must recog- 
nize, he said, is that five of those six 
reasons have rational and logical founda- 
tions. 


THE OBSTACLES, he said, are 
—Fear of rising taxes brought about by 


an influx of children into the local school 
system 


—Fear of declining property values 


due to location of "cheaper" housing in 
residential areas. 


—Fear of need for subsidies — "We'll 


have to pay for the services they can't 
afford." 


—Flooding of schools with children 


"different from us." 


—Fear of crime and violence 
—The desire of people to create dis- 


tance between themselves and those of 
lower social status 


Only the last of those objections can be 


said to be irrational, said Downs. 


The desire to keep "different" people 


out of their children's schools, for in- 
stance, is defensible because of a ratio- 
nal desire of parents to teach their chil- 
dren their own values. While it can be 
disagreed with, Downs declared, the idea 
nevertheless is logical that those values 
will be reinforced by associating with 
people who share them. 


Statistical evidence, he said, is over- 


whelming that violent crime can be cor- 
related to poverty and to blacks, giving 
some logical basis to the fear of crime 


ONLY THE "distance" motive can be 


described as irrational, he said. "It is 
grounded in the idea that if the people ! 
used to be like move in next-door to me, 
it proves I haven't escaped yet " 


To open the suburbs to low-income 


housing, he said, it will be necessary to 
take measures to remove the rational ar- 
guments against it 


Among the necessary steps are reor- 


dering of the tax structure to take the 
burden of schools off the property owner 
and federal guarantees to protect the 
value of homes surrounding low-income 
housing, Downs declared. 


He also said that zoning practices must 


be established to provide for a balance of 
housing for all income levels within a 
certain radius of major activity centers 
— such as O'Hare International Airport. 


But Downs warned these policies lack 


support at the federal level. Pointing out 
that President Nixon, when he took of- 
fice, established a goal of providing de- 


cent housing for every American by 1978, 
he charged that that policy has been 
abandoned. 


HE SAID THE President has since de- 


clared that the federal government will 
not "pressure" any community to devel- 
op low-income housing. "In effect, he is 
saying, 'I don't care, I have given up 
that goal,' " Downs declared. 


Therefore, said the economist, the 


leadership is going to have to come from 
the local level. He urged the audience to 
familiarize themselves with the issues 
and then to demand action by their fed- 
eral representatives and to urge local of- 
ficials to seek a fair share of housing 
projects for their area. 


He also advised enlisting the support of 


industry, "which has a vested interest in 
housing for employes." 


Downs declared there is a lack of low- 


income housing "not because we don't 
know how to solve the problem or be- 
cause we can't afford to solve it." He 
said the problem is in convincing the 
great majority of the American people 
who live in decent housing that it is in 
their interest to help those who are not. 


He said it is part of the background of 


the problem that the vast majority of 
new housing is built by the wealthier half 
of the population and this has resulted in 
"unrealistic" housing and zoning regula- 
tions. 


"In most of the world," he said, "the 


newest housing is built by the poor — 
and it is called shacks." Because there 
are no building restrictions, economic in- 
tegration is a fact of life, he said. 


"BUT HERE OUR zoning and building 


codes require all new housing to be built 
to standards dictated by the middle-class 
ethic." 


He said the problem cannot be solved 


until the greatest housing subsidies are 
aimed at decent homes for the poor. 


"The greatest subsidies are not for 


public housing or FHA 235 or FHA 236 
programs," he declared. He said the 
greatest single subsidy is in welfare rent 
allowances — much of which is spent on 
substandard housing — and the second 
largest is in tax deductions for mortgage 
payments and property taxes. "And that 
subsidy goes to the wealthiest portion of 
the nation," he said. 


Review Of 
Property Tax 
Issue Today 


by DAVE CRIPPEN 


The Illinois Supreme Court this morn- 


ing begins its review of a circuit court 
decision declaring the corporate personal 
property tax unconstitutional. 


The state high court was scheduled to 


start hearing arguments at 9 a.m. on a 
ruling last March by Cook County Circuit 
Court Judge Walter P. Dshl that over- 
turned a long-standing tax provision gen- 
erating millions of dollars in annual rev- 
enue to the state's 102 counties. 


In its review of the case, the state 


court will actually be hearing three 
separate appeals. The first is being pre- 
sented by the Cook County State's At- 
torneys' office diMibnghig Dabl's de- 
cision. The second comes from the 
plaintiff in the case, Lake Shore Auto 
Parts Corp. of Chicago, which Is appea- 
ling a section of Dabl's ruling requiring 
payment of the corporate personal pro- 
perty tax for 1970. 


ALSO INCORPORATED into the ap- 


peal is the review of a decision late last 
month by Circuit Court Judge Thomas C. 
Donovan who ruled the tax business' 
personal property constitutional — a di- 
rect contradiction of Dahl's decision. 


If the high court agrees with Dahl's 


ruling that the tax violates the Con- 
stitution's "equal protection" clause, the 
state-wide loss of revenue could reach 
$300 million annually. Cook County 
stai'ds to lose an annual income of ap- 
proximately $120 million about 70 per 
cent of which goes to school districts. 


Dahl based his decision on a referen- 


dum last fall that removed individual 
personal property tax provisions from 
state statutes, but teft the levy on the 
books for corporations. 


Corporations, according to the deci- 


sion, must be classified as individuals for 
taxing purposes. 


THE ATTORNEY for Lake Shore 


Auto Parts, Arnold Flamm, declined to 
elaborate on reports his client would take 
the case to the U. S. Supreme Court if 
the state court overturns the circuit 
court ruling. 


"We'll have to see if a federal question 


arises," said Flamm. 


The attorney also declined to comment 


on what chances he saw for gaining a 
successful decision. 


Flamm remarked, "That's something I 


don't want to predict." 


Area school district officials are ex- 


pected to anxiously await the outcome of 
the appeal. Uncertianty over the availa- 
bility of corporate personal property 
revenue is reportedly hampering bud- 
geting plans for next year. 


If the tax revenue is hist, local taxing 


districts throughout the state could be 
thrust into a grave economic situation. 
And officials at both county and state 
levels have offered no possibilities on 
how the loss could be made up. 


Illinois Gov. Richard B. Ogilvle has 


repeatedly stated he would not seek a 
hike in the state income tax. Ogflvte has 
suggested new sources would have to be 
found by local rather than state govern- 
ment.

Advocates of low-income housing got 


together in Chicago last week to plot a 
strategy for such projects in the suburbs 
and the yheard some things they didn't 
want to hear 


Arlington Heights Mayor Jack Walsh 


probably startled them when he volun- 
teered that what they are attempting is 
"politically impractical." 


Walsh's brief remarks followed three 


hours of speechmaking about how to 
"open up the suburbs" to low-income 
housing. The experts doing the speaking 
did not overlook the difficulties involved. 
(See story on Page 4.) 


But they failed to make the point as 


succinctly as Walsh. His frank statement 
obviously jarred many of the 150 repre- 
sentatives of civic organizations from 
throughout the metropolitan area. 


But heeding his words could be the be- 


ginning of a valuable education in prac- 
tical politics for them if they hope to 
achieve their housing goals in the sub- 
urbs. 


WALSH DECLARED that the first step 


in achieving any advance toward low-in- 
come housing would necessarily be an 


extended "dialogue" among officials 
throughout the metropolitan area. 


One of the speakers at the meeting was 


Dale Bertsch, executive director of the 
Miami Valley regional planning commis- 
sion, which has succeeded in placing low- 
income housing in suburban Dayton, 
Ohio. 


Bertsch agreed wholeheartedly with 


Walsh on the "dialogue" concept. "Any- 
body who thinks they can 'legislate' a 
Miami Valley plan without a deep dia- 
logue with business and political leaders 
is a damn fool," Bertsch declared. 


Another speaker pointed out that there 


are legitimate economic and social argu- 
ments against low-income housing in the 
suburbs that must be overcome before it 
will be accepted. 


What Walsh was trying to tell the au- 


dience was that there are real political 
pressures which must be overcome be- 
fore elected officials will be willing to 
support low-income housing.

buy mobile homes also buy the furniture 
that is included by the manufacturer. 
But dealers and park owners agree that 
mobile home dwellers are notorious rede- 
corators — about once every three years 
is the estimate. 


Mobile home furniture has had a repu- 


tation for being of poor quality. Furni- 
ture that will give about a year's wear is 
still being included in the most in- 
expensive coaches. 


But on the whole, furniture standards 


have gone way up in recent years, ac- 
cording to Rodney Van Selow of O'Hare 
Mobile Homes Sales, 
Inc., in Des 


Plaines. Plush, deluxe furniture in the 
most popular styles — Old English, 
Mediterranean, Early American, etc. — 
can be ordered. 


DONNA AND JOHN Schneider, who 


live at 400 W. Touhy Park (near Route 
83), ordered dark, heavy Tavern English 
furniture with their home. The wood is 
distressed, and all is of top quality. 


Carpeting, drapes and wall decor blend 


well with the Schneiders' furniture. In- 
door-outdoor carpeting in a brick pattern 
is laid in the living room. The master 
bedroom 
is accented with thick, dark 


beams and sashed drapes with sheer un- 
der-curtains. 


Even when they bring their own furni- 


ture, new buyers generally keep the 
built-in dressers, cabinets and room divi- 
ders. 
Often 
they can order built-ins 


which match the wood and style of their 
own furniture. 


Mobile home furniture is designed to 


give the most utility in the least amount 
of space. For example one manufacturer 
offers a round walnut coffee table that 
turns into a kitchen table by moving the 
legs. 


CRUSHED VELVET and leather-look 


materials are frequently used in deluxe 
furnishings. Some manufacturers use 
furniture materials for a valance or 


drape to coordinate the room. Decorator 
kits for each room are usually available 
to the buyer. A bedroom kit includes bed- 
spreads, pillows, table lamps, etc., which 
coordinate with decor. 


Some families who move into their mo- 


bile home (rom a standard house or 
apartment bring their furniture with 
them. Unless they have come from a 
seven-room home into a five-room coach 
there is little trouble fitting in "regular" 
furniture. 


Georgia Roberts brought many of her 


furnishings with her when she moved 
into her new husbands mobile home at 
Buckhorn Ranch in Des Plaines. They 
easily fitted a full-sized couch with coffee 
table and end tables, his and hers chairs 
separated by a round occasional table, a 
portable television and lovely upright pi- 
ano into the living room of the 12-foot by 
52-foot home. 


WHEN TOBY and Stanley Hall, also of 


the Touhy Park, drew up the floor plans 
for their home they did so with their fur- 
niture in mind. Their 12xl5-foot living 
room holds four tables, two couches, a 
chair, liquor cabinet and television set. , 


The Halls turned their second bedroom 


into a den, yet provided sleeping quar- 
ters for their visiting grandson by in- 
cluding a 5-foot wide hide-a-bed sofa. 


A queen-size bed fits easily into their 


master bedroom as well as three large 
custom-built dressers. 


Looking back, there are several things 


the Halls "wish they would have done." 


"The closets are 21 inches deep, and 


the clothes rub on the door when I close 
it," Toby Hall said. "If I had it to do 
over again, I'd ask for closets 22 or 23 
inches deep. 


THE HALLS ALSO wish they would 


have prepared the lot their mobile home 
was placed on. The area underneath the 
units is used for storage. Toby suggested 
laying pea gravel over the dirt area be- 
tween the cement slabs which the unit 
rests on. The gravel can be covered with 
tar paper, and the area will be less 
moist. 


Bonnie and Ron Denko manage Buck- 


horn Ranch Trailer Park and live with 
their children in a spacious six-room, two 
bath mobile home. They added a 12-by 
28-foot pull-out room to their 12-by 60-foot 
home, giving them space for an office 
and a third bedroom. 


The Denkos have chosen top brands of 


furniture for their home, when selecting 
a set for 4-year-old Kathy's bedroom, 
they ran into a "not enough space" prob- 
lem. Ron solved it by removing the 
drawers which were under the full-wall 
closet and sliding the bed underneath. 
Now Kathy has a "couch" (the half of 
her bed that protrudes from the wall) 
and three large pieces of delightful yel- 
low furniture in her room. 


LOUIS, 6, HAS A larger room than his 


sister. By buying dressers, chests and 
tops that separate and can be moved 
around, Bonnie Denko can rearrange his 
room to her heart's content.

Calendar 


As the Illinois Legislature moves into 


its final weeks of this session, action la 
being taken on several bilk affecting 
women. 


SB0850, which would have removed 


regressive percentages, the $750.000 limit 
and the 4-year limit on aid to day care 
centers, was killed last week despite the 
W e l f a r e Committee's "do pass as 
amended" recommendation. 


Also defeated was Rep. Eugenia Chan- 


man (D-Arlington Heights) HB2210, per- 
mitting married women their choice of 
surname for legal purposes. Two other 
bills sponsored by Rep. Chapman are 
still in action. HB2209, amending the 
Workman's Compensation Act to permit 
women (otherwise able to work) to col- 
lect compensation time months before 
and one month after giving birth, waa 
passed in the House and sent to the Sen- 
ate. HB22M, creating an office of wom- 
en's activities, waa still awaiting a third 
reading last week. 


HBM81, which would require the De- 


partment of Children and Family Ser- 
vices to publish a criteria for determin- 
ing grants and aid to day care centers 
and contains many of the provisions la 
SBOSM, passed the House and is now in 
the Senate. 


Another day care bill - HB10M, which 


provides for the establishment and oper- 
ation of day care centers for migrants by 
the Department of Children and Family 
Services — passed the House and was 
sent to the Senate Financial Institution 
Committee.

1 egg beaten 
4 teaspoons Italian seasoning

Sprinkle chicken drumsticks with salt. 


Melt margarine in large skillet, add 
chicken and cook until lightly browned 
on all sides. Add barbecue sauce, cover 
and cook, turning occasionally, 25 min- 
utes or until tender.

"We are doing fairly well," Raymond 


Javers, store manager, said. "For homes 
and everything, air conditioners are sell- 
ing just as fast." 


He went on to say that what he needs 


right now is more Installers. "I'm sitting 
here with 22 installations to do," he said. 


Javers attributed his sales success to 


the early season heat wave. 


Polk Brothers, Arlington Heights, re- 


ported selling over 100 air conditioning 
units on each of the last two weekends. 


"Our sales are excellent," store man- 


ager Norman Telock said. "In particu- 
lar, the last two weekends were real 
good." 


The situation at Polk Brothers is sur- 


prising though In addition to air condi- 
tioner sales being up over last year, Te- 


lock said that, with the exception of one 
or two items, their sales are up in every- 
thing. It would seem the recent economic 
recession has NOT affected Polk Broth- 
ers. 


In contrast, Robert Niemiec, president 


of O'Hare Sheet Metal Co., said he felt 
recent economic conditions have had a 
direct, adverse effect on his firm. 


"Our sales this year are way down," 


Niemiec said. "They have been cut one- 
third by the economic conditions. Home 
owners ore tight. Investment groups are 
being very cautious." 


Ninety-five per cent of his firm's busi- 


ness is air conditioning, heating and ven- 
tilation for commercial and Industrial 
use. 


"Too many industrial complex build- 


ings are standing empty now," he said. 
"Ninety per cent of our business is for 
investors. They are very cautious. They 


won't build without a long-term lease." 


He said the first thing to go are the 


luxuries and even in industry, where air 
conditioning is felt to be • necessity, 
when a recession comes people will do 
without air conditioning. 


Niemiec placed most of the blame for 


the economy's instability with the Nixon 
administration. 


"We don't know where President Nix- 


on is going," he said. "We dont know 
about his economic policies. First he 
tightens then he loosens it" 


The businessman said he personally 


does not feel the economy will improve 
until at least next year — "no matter 
what we are told." 


But it his outlook is just a little too

Volunteer Bureau Guidelines OKd

A set of goals and guidelines for the 


board of the Volunteer Service Bureau of 
Northwest Cook County was adopted 
Wednesday as a further Indication of the 
board's new aggressive attitude towards 
all phases of the bureau's operations. 


"I'd rather be criticised for our objec- 


tives than receive no comments because 
we don't have any goals and objectives, 
•aid Roderick McLennan, president of 
the bureau's board. 


The guideline* suggested 
by the 


board's executive committee will be im- 
plemented in stages because some of the 
suggestions require changes in the 
group's by-laws. 


Among the adopted policies is one 


which states that any funds coming to 
the bureau through the central office or 
the branch offices will be submitted im- 
mediately to the treasurer of the bureau. 
Funds will then be distributed to the cen- 
tral and branch offices at the discretion 
of the board. 


McLennan explained this method of 


distributing the money was established 
to reemphaaixe the bureau as a unit, not 
separate branches. If the branch offices 
kept money it received. It wouldn't be 
right because "that's not the way a unit 
operates," the president said. 


ANOTHER GUIDELINE which was 


adopted includes any director of a 
branch office becoming a member of the 
board of the Volunteer Service Bureau. 


An additional portion of the sugges-

since its founding in 1965 by limited 
finances and recurring deficit.

'Six-Syllable' Educators

To college officials, more of it is 


needed if state government is going to 
increase its funding of higher education. 


To principals, it is the quality which 


some division heads and teachers lack. 


To parents, it may be missing when 


their son or daughter cannot explain a 
failing grade in an elementary course. 


"It" is accountability — today the 


most fashionable word to use in a profes- 
sion which is increasingly oversupphed 
with such six syllable monstrosities. 


Accountability blossomed in educators' 


vocabularies about a year ago, when per- 


tffrx-x*:-:*:*:::::::;:::::':^

formance contracting loomed on the hori- 
zon as the salvation of education. 


Almost instantly, accountability be- 


came the word to use as a cudgel against 
the ears of unsuspecting citizens If 
b o a r d members and administrators 
failed to use it ten times during a board 
meeting, they became self-conscious and 
itchy. 


Reports became filled with the term. 


The journals which educators read 
emphasized accountability as the new 
wave of the past, present and/or future 


Accountability is an old word with a 


simple meaning. The Random House 
Dictionary defines "accountable" as 
"subject to the obligation to report, ex- 
plain or justify something; responsible; 
answerable." 


In other words, educators have been 


accountable to the public, and to other 
educators, for years. Just ask any school 
board member who failed to win reelec- 
tion this spring. 


As a reporter, I -am accountable to my 


editors. If I miss an assignment, or snore 
too loudly at my desk, my accountability 
will increase (in the mind of my editors.) 


The overuse of the term follows an as- 


sumption that elements of the public are 
watching education more closely than 
they have in past years. It is more likely, 
however, that educators, naturally ner- 
vous about the pressures of money cuts 
and decreasing job security, are goading 
themselves and others to be more ac- 
countable before the ax falls. 


"Educationese" is the practice of using 


six syllable when two would suffice. Ac- 
countability has replaced such vague ab- 
surdities as "unstructured" and "pro- 
grammed" in the dictionary of educa- 
tionese. 


Not all educators use educationese 


THAT excessively, of course, but when 
the language of the trade is overused, 
the result can be a misinformed public — 
at a time when the public needs all of the 
understandable information about educa- 
tion it can get.

I am among the majority of home- 


owners who was drawn to this area be- 
cause of the "quality of life style" — the 
sense of community, quality schools and 
municipal services, pride in property 
ownership, the "neighborhood" charac- 
ter of the suburban village. 


If I wanted to be subjected to the high- 


density crush of soaring apartment high- 
rises creating city canyons and bringing 
with it all the congestion and problems 
identified with the city, then I would 
have rented an apartment in Chicago.

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Put Stethoscope On House

NEW YORK (UPI) — John X was hos- 


pMalbed for an abdominal operation re- 
quiring three pinU of blood which he ob- 
tained from a commercial blood bank. 


The operation went fine, but John de- 


veloped serum hepatitis, a disease that 
kills one in 10 of the 30,000 Americans 
who contract it annually. John got well, 
but his tllneM draw atizes the fact that 
hepatitis, little krown in the United 
States before World War II, now is esti- 
mated to be a $1 billion per year econom- 
ic and social problem. 


There are several sources of hepatitis. 


There can be infection from shellfish 
from polluted streams or infection 
brought into the country from exotic 
lands. Actreaii Gertrude Lawrence died 
of hepatitis contracted while performing 
with a USD troupe In the Pacific. It's 
believed the disease la spread most wide 
ly today through blood taken by a blood 
bank from a narcotic addict who had in- 
fected himself by using an unsterilized 
needle. 


SINCE THERE 18 no specific cure for 


hepatitis, the medical and pharmaceutic- 
al world is anxious to patrol blood bank 
donations. That means finding good, ef- 
ficient ways of testing the purity of blood 
bank supplies.

One that has attracted attention is the 


hemagghitination inhibition test devel- 
oped at Bethesda, Md., by a subsidiary 
of Electro-Nucleonics, Inc., of Fail-field, 
N. J. is being researched in New York, 
San Francisco and Houston. 


Vincent Abajian, chairman of Electro- 


Nucleonics, and his director of research, 
Dr. Howard Bond, claim the test is 1,000 
times as sensitive and much faster than 
the others, but it still must be checked 
out over a wide geographic area because 
there are several types of hepatitis virus. 
The test must be made to detect all of 
them. 


Secret of the test lies in the ability of 


Electro-Nucleonics to refine the hepatitis 
associated antigen in an ultracentrifuge 
to a degree of purity not attained before. 


Electro-Nucleonics has expertise in 


centrifuge technology. The company got 
ita start doing gas centrifugation for the 
Atomic Energy Commission before going 
into medical and biological work. 


ALTHOUGH AN experimental anti- 


hepatitis vaccine has been developed by 
Dr. Saul Krugman of New York Univer- 
sity, he says its effective use-probably is 
at least five years away. 


Meanwhile, says Abajian, the war to 


curb hepatitis will have to be fought in 
the Mood banks. Commercial blood 
banks must have a fast, sensitive and 
effective test so they can get laboratory 
reports quickly, throw out aH blood that 
shows hepatitis taint and identify the in- 
fected donors so the disease doesn't 
spread. 


Abajian said serum hepatitis spread by 


blood transfusion usually is more dan- 
gerous than so-called infectious hepatitis 
contracted directly from another person.

If you're buying a used car — and 


you're smart — you will arrange to have 
someone who knows the ropes take a 
look at it first. A moonlighting mechanic 
is one answer. An automotive diagnostic 
clinic is another. 


But suppose it's a used house you're 


buying instead? You can't haul that off 
to a clinic, and most competent builders 
are too busy with other work to spend 
time on such investigations. 


Still, a structural going over is a sen- 


sible precaution. The typical home will 
cost 10 times as much as the family car 
and can house a pack of troubles that 
can set your budget on its ear for years 
to come. 


Fortunately, there is a new breed of 


cat around who is ready and able to poke 
around In a building's innards and come 
to some practical conclusion as to its 
state of health. He's called a home in- 
spector. 


A home inspector is a sort of private 


detective of the building field. You hire 
him, point him In the right direction and, 
for a fee, he'll tell you everything there 
is to know about the shady side of the 
house you hope to buy. 


A HOME INSPECTOR brings two 


valuable qualities to the job. He has a 
sound knowledge of the structural and 
mechanical components that make up a 
dwelling. And he has an unemotional ap- 
proach to inevitable faults that occur in 
houses that have stood for several years. 


His final report is likely to pinpoint 


some items the seller would just as soon 
have left out of the limelight. And he 
may also put into perspective some mat- 
ters that have been nagging at you since 
you took your first tour of the premises. 


Home inspection is a relatively new 


trade. This means that it's organized in a 
loose manner that's bard to typify. Some 
inspectors are semi-retired contractors 
who've eased away from the building rat 
race. Others are building-trade profes- 
sionlas who work at it on a part-time 
basis. 


Fees range from $35 to $75. Here's 


what you can expect for your money. 


The inspector will cover the house 


from roof to basement, usually following 
a form that works as a check-list. At 
each stop, he checks for those half-hid- 
den flaws that can mean expensive re- 
pairs or perhaps even downright danger. 


Damp rot in the sills? Corrosion in the 


plumbing? Termites in the woodwork? 
Mechanical equipment that's about to 
turn up its toes? All of these and more 
are questions for which the inspector 
seeks answers as he pokes his way 
through the house. 


Armed with fact and opinion gained on 


the site, the inspector will then write a 
report for his client, fingering those 
things that are apt to be the cause of 
expensive repairs in the near future. 


WHAT YOU DO with this information 


is up to you. If it's pure horror story 
from end to end, you'll probably be wise 
to back out of the deal. If it's not that 
bad — but still not good — perhaps you 
can get a reduction in the price of the 
house. 


In most cases, of course, the inspection 


will probably discover only minor prob- 
lems, many of which may not require 
immediate attention. In these cases, the 
inspection sheet can be a project list for 
the future. 


Whatever the result, at least you will 


know exactly what you've bought.

NEVERTHELESS, knowledgeable tele-

forth.

Non-Teaching Pay Raises Approved 


Although the Schaumburg Township 


Dist. 54 board of education still is nego- 
tiating salaries with its teaching staff, 
Monday night it approved salary raises 
for 1971-72 for employes in six non-teach- 
ing areas. The raises averaged 9.7 per 
cent, except for library clerks, who won 
a 21 per cent raise. 


The board also approved hiring 165 


teachers for summer school, with most 
employes to be paid $468 for the session. 
A speech therapist is to be paid $750, a 
director for string orchestra at Keller Ju- 
nior High is to be paid $234 for half-time 
and two typing teachers are to be paid 


$24 per student. A total of 2,358-pupils 
registered for summer school, said John 
Jones, summer program head. 


The salary schedules approved were 


increased by 11.2 per cent for custodians, 
9.8 per cent for stores and control em- 
ployes, and 9.4 per cent for maintenance 
personnel. Twelve-month secretaries won 
an 8.8-per cent raise, and 10-month secre- 
taries received an 8.9 per cent raise. 


The new custodian salary range is 


from $6,700 to $8,000, with a provision 
that new employes who show satisfactory 
performance will be raised to $7,000 after 


90 days. Employes can reach the max- 
imum in three years. 


STORES AND CONTROL employes 


will earn from $7,200 to $9,000 with the 
same provisions for 90-day raises and 
three year maximums as given to custo- 
dians. Maintenance millwrights can earn 
from $8,100 to $9,000, with the maximum 
after two years. The range for class B 
maintenance men is $7,000 to $8,500. 


The board approved hiring 13 secretar- 


ies on a 12-month basis, with the lowest 
salary $5,800 and the highest $8,350. For 
the 46 secretaries hired on a 10; month 


basis, the range is $2,000 to $6,000. 


Library clerks are to be paid on a 


schedule considering both years of expe- 
rience and hours of study taken toward 
an associate degree as lib/ary assistants. 
They have not been creditted for educa- 
tion in the past, which accounts for the 
large increase, said superintendent 
Wayne Schaible. The scale starts at $2.15 
and provides a maximum of $3.25 per 
hour. 


The board also approved hiring 43 


teachers and rehiring 203 non-tenure 
teachers for the 1971-72 academic year.

The negotiations ran from November 


until May of 1970 slowing down plans for 
system improvements. 


By March 1971 the board has put to- 


gether a $1.2 million bond issue to pay 
for the improvements, and the bonds 
were sold in April. 


Bids should be sent out for construction 


of an overhead storage tank at the Kauf- 
man & Broad industrial park by August 
with production to be under way by 
Spring of 1972, Mrs. Hayter said. 


A month after the first bids are sent 


out, bids for a ground storage tank on a 
parcel between Kaufman & Broad and 
Multicon property should be sent out, she 
added. 


The entire water system will be lied 


into a telemetering system allowing the 
Hoffman Estates Public Works Depart- 
ment to maintain an equalized water 
pressure throughout the village, she 
added.

Dispute Flares Over Money Transfer

A sharp exchange between the Presi- 


dent of the First State Bank and Trust 
Company of Hanover Park and the Pres- 
ident of the Village of Hanover Park 
Thursday, ended with Richard Baker, 
village president warning Bank Pres. 
William Christensen "you're looking a 
gift horse in the mouth." 


The argument came at the end of a 


board session that saw board approval of 
an ordinance transferring approximately 
$450,000 of accounts from several banks 
into the Hanover Park bank. 


The fund transfer has been taking 


place for approximately two months with 
Treasurer Jerry Henning reporting to the 
board periodically on progress of in- 
vestments that were about to mature. 


Henning, as he prepared to make the 


transfers, has explained to the board that 
state statute orders him to deposit only 
75 per cent of a banks' amortized worth. 
He added that treasury bonds maturing 
this month could now be transferred and 
has urged the board to be slow in its 
move to assure that all proper proce- 
dures are being taken. 


THE BOARD has pushed the transfer 


of funds to the village bank noting that 
support should be shown to a local bank. 
The trustees have never indicated dis- 
satisfaction with the other banks. 


The ordinance passed with a unani- 


mous vote Thursday and transferred the 
general acccount, road and bridge, ve- 
hicle tax, civil defense, municipal audit 
and liabilities, insurance, Illinois retire- 
ment, and surplus water and sewer 
funds.

consciousness. 


Doctors told Mrs. Hogy they would not

They said she is 
Intellectually and emotionally ready for 
kindergarten, and would suffer from not 
being admitted. 


On Thursday the board received a rec- 


ommendation from an ad hoc committee 
appointed to study possible changes In 
policy for kindergarten entrance. The 
committee recommended no change in 
policy be made at this time, unless it 
could allow early entrance for both slow 
and gifted children, and be done econom- 
ically. It also recommended a committee

The board approved a three-year insur- 


ance policy with Continental Insurance 
Co. at rates negotiated by district bro- 
kers Marsh and McLennan Inc. The pol- 
icy, which includes an insurance package 
and workmen's compensation, will cost 
the district $34,593, as compared with 
$22,776 last year. 


Representatives of Continental, who 


also carried the policy last year, ex- 
plained the rate increase is due to an 
experience factor, which shows the dis- 
trict has collected more on insurance 
than was feasible with the old rates. 


Within the language of the ordinance 


the stipulation that the deposit cannot to- 
tal more than 75 per cent of the banks 
worth is included.

Drop For Park District 


Wheeling Park District board mem- 


bers looked proudly at a 13-cent drop in 
the district's tax rate this year. 


Roger Bjorvik, district attorney told 


the board at a meeting Thursday that the 
1970 tax levy rate of just under 32 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation gave the dis- 
trict one of the largest drops in tax rates 
of any taxing body In Wheeling Town- 
ship. 


Dist. Supt. Fred Arndt explained that 


the decrease was the result of retirement 
of various bonds which the district had 
issued in earlier years. 


Board members also received copies 


Thursday of the proposed 1971-72 appro- 
priation ordinance for the district which 
will be considered for approval at the 
district meeting on July 15 at 9 p.m. 


AT 8 P.M. THAT evening a public 


hearing on the ordinance for local resi- 
dents will be held. 


Copies of the proposed appropriation 


ordinance are currently available for the 
public to inspect at the park district of- 
fices at 222 S. Wolf Rd. 


This year's ordinance shows an overall 


increase of $22,037.50 over the 1970 ordi- 
nance. The ordinance is based on an an- 


ticipated assessed valuation for the dis- 
trict of $72 million. 


The total figure being appropriated is 


$358,826.25. 


The board has earmarked $95,615 for 


the general corporate fund which in- 
cludes administration salaries and the 
general expenses of running the district. 


That figure is down $4,265 from last 


year's appropriation, chiefly because 
portions of some salaries were trans- 
ferred to the ordinance's recreation pro- 
gram fund. 


THE RECREATION program fund for 


the coming year has increased $23,225 to 
a total of $131,075. 


The bond and interest fund for the dis- 


trict decreased from last year by 
$2,562.50 for a total figure of $116,246.25. 


The district's insurance fund increased 


by $500 to $5,000. 


Money to be spent for the Illinois Mu- 


nicipal Retirement Fund and Social Se- 
curity Fund more than doubled from last 
year. This year's appropriation in that 
fund is $7,890, an increase of $4,140 over 
last year's appropriation. 


The district's audit fund was also in- 


creased by $1,000, for a total of $3,000 in 
that fund.

Designation Of Park Sites On Map Urged 


A request for designation of two new 


school-park sites on the official map of 
Wheeling was made Thursday by Ed- 
ward Grodsky, superintendent of School 
Dist. 23. 


Grodsky made his request at a hear- 


ing, conducted by the Wheeling Plan 
Commission. The hearing was continued 
to July 15. 


Grodsky requested that 10 acres of 


land east of John Muir School in Pros- 
pect Heights and a site at the northeast 
corner of Hintz and Schoenbeck roads 
near Wheeling be designated as school- 
park sites for development by Dist. 23 


and the Wheeling Park District. 


Grodsky and Prospect Heights park 


district officials said that the Prospect 
Heights Park District is planning to de- 
velop a park on the southern end of the 
Muir School property. 


PLAN COMM. Douglas Cargill sug- 


gested that a school-park site should per- 
haps be designated south of Muir School, 
rather than east of it, because multiple 
family residential zoning in the area 
south of the school might make a park 
more necessary in that area. 


He also suggested that the Hintz and 


Schoenbeck site be moved to the north of 


the corner because the corner lot might 
be too expensive for the school district 
and park district purchase. 


Grodsky said that a school-park site 


south of Muir School would probably not 
be accessible by any street, while a site 
east of Muir School would have access 
from Wheeling Road. 


He said the district would consider a 


site to the north of the intersection of 
Hintz and Schoenbeck roads. 


The hearing was continued to give 


park district and school district officials 
more opportunity to study school-park 
site designations.

Woman Golfer Really Teed Off 


Mrs. Patti Lister of Des Plaines is not 


a Women's Lib advocate. She just wants 
to play golf on Saturday mornings. 


"I think it's unfair." says Mrs. Lister, 


who is "teed off" at Mount Prospect 
Park officials because they have closed 
the fairways to members of the fairer 
sex on Saturday and Sunday mornings. 


Mrs. Lister, of 1099 Jeanette, has 


threatened to sue the park board, claim- 
ing her civil rights are being violated, 
unless the park district recants and 
opens up its Mount Prospect Country 
Club golf course to women on week end 
mornings. 


The whole thing started a couple weeks 


ago, says Mrs. Lister, who has played 
golf for four years and says she shoots in 
the "high SO's" for nine holes. 


"My husband and I went to play golf 


on Saturday, June 5. We had a starting 
time at 11:05 but when my husband 
started to pay our greens fee, they told 
me I wasn't allowed to play because I 
was a woman and women weren't 
allowed 
on the course before one 


o'clock." she says 


"I asked one of the men why they did 


this and he said 'go to the park board, 
lady," so I did." she says. 


"I TAM.ED THE Civil Liberties 


Union, and I called the Illinois Human 
Relations Commission and the Chicago 
Human Relations Commission and the 
Legal Aid Society and I made a lot of 
other calls trying to get help," said Mrs. 
Lister, who finally was referred to an 
attorney by a women's liberation group. 


"They were the only ones who thought 


it was really wrong and discriminatory 
against women." she says. 


Accompanied by her attorney (a wom- 


an), Mrs. Lister went to the park board, 
where she was told the no-female ruling 
is traditional at the district's golf course. 


Men work all week, the park commis- 


sioner said, and should be allowed to 
play by themselves on week end morn- 
ings. 


The park board attitude didn't sit too 


well with Mrs. Lister or her attorney, 
Judith Atkinson. 


"In effect, what they have done is 


completely outlawed women who work 
from playing golf," says Miss Atkinson. 


"To many men, especially four of the 


five men on the committee who all 
seemed over 50, this isn't any form of 
discrimination because of their chauvi- 
nistic male minds something like this is 
perfectly legitimate," she says. 


An additional park rule giving men tee- 


off times between 5 and 6 p.m. on week 
nights effectively blocks working women 
from playing at all, Miss Atkinson says. 


MISS ATKINSON SAYS she'll submit a 


brief to the park board telling why she 
thinks the no-woman ruling should be 
changed. 


"But if the park board refuses to listen 


to a reasonable argument and provide 
equal access to the golf course for all 
sexes at all hours, we will then be forced 
to go to federal court," she says. 


Park officials point out that the course 


is open to women on Tuesday, Wednes- 
day and Thursday mornings and men are 
not allowed to play between 7:30 and 9:30 
a.m. on those days. 


"According to law, we cannot dis- 


criminate against anyone because of 
their six but we have found over the 
years that running the golf course with 
specific times for different groups to 
play gets the most use out of it," says 
Park 
Commissioner 
Roland Becker, 


chairman of the golf course committee. 


"We can run the golf course in an or- 


derly manner by setting up specific 
times 
for men's leagues, 
women's 


leagues and youth," he says. 


Tom Cooper, park director, says the 


no-woman rule on week end mornings is 


not discriminatory. 


"We set the two days aside for men 


because they work all week. Women who 
are golfers can usually arrange to play 
during the week but Saturdays and Sun- 
days are the only time men can," says 
Cooper. 


BUT ACCORDING TO Mrs. Lister, a 


housewife with two children, she can't 
get out on week days and besides, she 
likes to play golf with her husband. 


"I happen to really enjoy playing 


golf," she says. 


"They said they based the whole thing

I'm going to follow 
through with this as much as I can as 
long as it doesn't cost me too much mon- 
ey," she says. 


But, she says, she won't go back to 


Mount Prospect Country club until they 
change the rules. 


"I'm not going to humiliate myself 


again, I'll tell you that," she said. "The 
room was all filled with men and to be 
turned down in front of all of them, well, 
it was kind of frustrating." 


Hair Length At 
Pools Discussed 


Hair length at the Wheeling Park Dis- 


trict swimming pools came up for a 
lengthy discussion Thursday at a meet- 
ing of the park district board. 


Commissioners agreed finally to keep 


and enforce the existing rule that any- 
one, male or female, with hair longer 
than four inches must wear a swimming 
cap to use the district's pools. 


The discussion came after a report of 


an incident Sunday. Edward Fox of 1092 
Kenilworth complained to district offi- 
cials because his two sons had been told 
they could not swim without caps at 
Community Pool on North Wolf Road. 


Another complaint to the board was 


from a resident who protested the ren- 
ting of bathing caps. That practice has 
been abolished, district 
commissioners 


said Thursday. 


OTHER COMPLAINTS RELATED to 


the park board decision to abolish the 15- 
minute-per-hour "adult swim" at Com- 
munity Pool when children would leave 
the water and only adults could swim. 


Board members said they would not 


reinstate 
the 
"15-minutes-every-hour" 


practice, but they instructed aquatics di- 
rector Ray Kittendorf to try roping off 
the deep end of the pool for adults only 
during several short periods in a swim 
session. 


Children could remain in the pool dur- 


ing the time, but could not dive off the 
diving boards and would have to remain 
south of the rope, the board suggested. 


Commissioner Gene Sackett reported 


that several women said a petition was 
being circulated in the village asking 
that the adult swim time be reinstated. 


DIST. SUPT. FERD ARNDT said he 


thought it would be unfair for the district 
to make more than a hundred children 
leave the pool every 45 minutes so that a 
handful of adults could swim. 


During the discussion of hair length 


Kittendorf reported to the board that 
long hair in the pools without caps leads 
to a maintenance problem. 


Kittendorf said he favored the 4-inch 


hair rule the district has used in the 
past, but admitted that the rule requires 
somebody to measure hair. 


Board members also discussed asking 


Wheeling High School to follow the dis- 
trict's policy on hair length and caps in 
its gym classes after Kittendorf noted 
that the indoor pool had more of a hair 
maintenance problem during the time it 
was being used by the school district. 


HE SAID THAT ALL girls at the high 


school are required to wear caps, but 
that the hair length rule is not enforced 
in the boys' classes. 


Residents were also critical of long- 


haired life guards swimming without 
caps in the pool after hours, Sackett 
said. 


Board 
members 
agreed 
that 
the 


guards should be instructed to follow the 
district rules on caps, except in a lifesav- 
ing emergency. 


Arndt said that the district has to en- 


force its rules at the pools. "That pool 
(Community) started as a country club 
— people want to bring food in there and 
bring martinis in there, and we're a 
bunch of bad boys when we try to en- 
force reasonable rules," Arndt said. 


He told the commissioners that now 


that the pool belongs to the park district, 
people will have to get used to the rules, 
however. 


COMMISSIONER GUS NIZZI criticized 


residents who try to get around the rules 
because they were involved in the origi- 
nal building of the pool as bondholders. 


Sacfcett objected to Nizzi calling the 


pool bondholders "glory seekers," be- 
cause, Sackett said, "Too many people 
worked too hard to put that pool in "

Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon proposed 


the board have the zoning board or plan 
commission hold public hearings to 
amend the ordinance, and allow stream- 
ers and pennants in specific instances 
when the village board grants a permit.

Woman Golfer Really Teed Off 


Mrs. Patti Lister of Des Plaines is not 


a Women's Lib advocate. She just wants 
to play golf on Saturday mornings. 


"I think it's unfair," says Mrs. Lister, 


who is "teed off" at Mount Prospect 
Park officials because they have closed 
the fairways to members of the fairer 
sex on Saturday and Sunday mornings. 


Mrs. Lister, of 1099 Jeanette. has 


threatened to sue the park board, claim- 
ing her civil rights are being violated, 
unless the park district recants and 
opens up Its Mount Prospect Country 
Club golf course to women on week end 
mornings. 


The whole thing started a couple weeks 


ago. says Mrs. Lister, who has played 
golf for four years and says she shoots in 
the "high SO's" for nine holes. 


"My husband and I went to play golf 


on Saturday, June 5. We had a starting 
time at 11: OS but when my husband 
started to pay our greens fee. they told 
me I wasn't allowed to play because I 
was a woman and women weren't 
allowed 
on the 
course 
before one 


o'clock." she says. 


"I asked one of the men why they did 


this and he said 'go to the park board, 
lady," so I did," she says.

Union, and I called the Illinois Human 
Relations Commission and the Chicago 
Human Relations Commission and the 
Legal Aid Society and I made a lot of 
other calls trying to get help," said Mrs. 
Lister, who finally was referred to an 
attorney by a women's liberation group. 


"They were the only ones who thought 


it was really wrong and discriminatory 
against women," she says. 


Accompanied by her attorney (a wom- 


an), Mrs, Lister wer.t to the park board, 
where she was told the no-female ruling 
is traditional at the district's golf course. 


Men work all week, the park commis- 


sioner said, and should be allowed to 
play by themselves on week end morn- 
ings. 


The park board attitude didn't sit too 


well with Mrs. Lister or her attorney, 
Judith Atkinson. 


"In effect, what they have done is 


completely outlawed women who work 
from playing golf," says Miss Atkinson. 


"To many men, especially four of the 


five men on the committee who all 
seemed over 50, this isn't any form of 
discrimination because of their chauvi- 
nistic male minds something like this is 
perfectly legitimate," she says. 


An additional park rule giving men tee- 


off times between 5 and 6 p.m. on week 
nights effectively blocks working women 
from playing at all, Miss Atkinson says. 


MISS ATKINSON SAYS she'll submit a 


brief to the park board telling why she 
thinks the no-woman ruling should be 
changed. 


"But if the park board refuses to listen 


to a reasonable argument and provide 
equal access to the golf course for all 
sexes at all hours, we will then be forced 
to go to federal court," she says. 


Park officials point out that the course 


is open to women on Tuesday, Wednes- 
day and Thursday mornings and men are 
not allowed to play between 7:30 and 9:30 
a.m. on those days. 


"According to law, we cannot dis- 


criminate against anyone because of 
their six but we have found over the 
years that running the golf course with 
specific times for different groups to 
play gets the most use out of it," says 
Park 
Commissioner 
Roland Becker, 


chairman of the golf course committee. 


"We can run the golf course in an or- 


derly manner by setting up specific 
times 
for men's 
leagues, 
women's 


leagues and youth," he says. 


Tom Cooper, park director, says the 


no-woman rule on week end mornings is 
not discriminatory. 


"We set the two days aside for men 


because they work all week. Women who 
are golfers can usually arrange to play 
during the week but Saturdays and Sun- 
days are the only time men can," says 
Cooper. 


BUT ACCORDING TO Mrs. Lister, a 


housewife with two children, she can't 
get out on week days and besides, she 
likes to play golf with her husband. 


"I happen to really enjoy playing 


golf," she says. 


"They said they based the whole thing 


on tradition because men have always 
played on the weekends and women dur- 
ing the week," she said. 


"Well, tradition is old hat and has gone 


out the window. I'm going to follow 
through with this as much as I can as 
long as it doesn't cost me too much mon- 
ey," she says. 


But, she says, she won't go back to 


Mount Prospect Country club until they 
change the rules. 


"I'm not going to humiliate myself 


again, I'll tell you that," she said. "The 
roqm was all filled with men and to be 
turned down in front of all of them, well, 
it was kind of frustrating," 


Hair Length At 
Pools Discussed 


Hair length at the Wheeling Park Dis- 


trict swimming pools came up for a 
lengthy discussion Thursday at a meet- 
ing of the park district board. 


Commissioners agreed finally to keep 


and enforce the existing rule that any- 
one, male or female, with hair longer 
than four inches must wear a swimming 
cap to use the district's pools. 


The discussion came after a report of 


an incident Sunday. Edward Fox of 1092 
Kenilworth complained to district offi- 
cials because his two sons had been told 
they could not swim without caps at 
Community Pool on North Wolf Road. 


Another complaint to the board was 


from a resident who protested the ren- 
ting of bathing caps. That practice has 
been abolished, district commissioners 
said Thursday. 


OTHER COMPLAINTS RELATED to 


the park board decision to abolish the 15- 
minute-per-hour "adult swim" at Com- 
munity Pool when children would leave 
the water and only adults could swim. 


Board members said they would not 


reinstate 
the 
"15-minutes-every-hour" 


practice, but they instructed aquatics di- 
rector Ray Kittendorf to try roping off 
the deep end of the pool for adults only 
during several short periods in a swim 
session. 


Children could remain in the pool dur- 


ing the time, but could not dive off the 
diving boards and would have to remain 
south of the rope, the board suggested. 


Commissioner Gene Sackett reported 


that several women said a petition was 
being circulated in the village asking 
that the adult swim time be reinstated. 


DIST. SUPT. FERD ARNDT said he 


thought it would be unfair for the district 
to make more than a hundred children 
leave the pool every 45 minutes so that a 
handful of adults could swim. 


During the discussion of hair length 


Kittendorf reported to -the board that 
long hair in the pools without caps leads 
to a maintenance problem. 


Kittendorf said he favored the 4-inch 


hair rule the district has used in the 
past, but admitted that the rule requires 
somebody to measure hair. 


Board members also discussed asking 


Wheeling High School to follow the dis- 
trict's policy on hair length and caps in 
its gym classes after Kittendorf noted 
that the indoor pool had more of a hair 
maintenance problem during the time it 
was being used by the school district. 


HE SAID THAT ALL girls at the high 


school are required to wear caps, but 
that the hair length rule is not enforced 
in the boys' classes. 


Residents were also critical of long- 


haired life guards swimming without 
caps in the pool after hours, Sackett 
said. 


Board 
members 
agreed 
that 
the 


guards should be instructed to follow the 
district rules on caps, except in a lifesav- 
ing emergency. 


Arndt said that the district has to en- 


force its rules at the pools. "That pool 
(Community) started as a country club 
— people want to bring food in there and 
bring martinis in there, and we're a 
bunch of bad boys when we try to en- 
force reasonable rules," Arndt said. 


He told the commissioners that now 


that the pool belongs to the park district, 
people will have to get used to the rules, 
however. 


COMMISSIONER GUS NIZZI criticized 


residents who try to get around the rules 
because they were involved in the origi- 
nal building of the pool as bondholders. 


Sackett objected to Nizzi calling the 


pool bondholders "glory seekers," be- 
cause, Sackett said, "Too many people 
worked too hard to put that pool in."

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Deadline For Salt 
Creek Culvert 
Will Be Met 


Construction of a culvert for Salt Creek 


under the Chicago and North Western 
Ry. tracks, which is expected to curb or 
eliminate flooding conditions i Palatine's 
Winston Park, should be completed by 
its September deadline. 


"Work has been on an active schedule 


and, barring a steel strike, there 
shouldn't be any problem finishing up on 
time," said Leonard Spyer, district engi- 
neer for the Illinois Division of Water- 
ways. 


"We've been working closely with the 


railroad, determining construction sched- 
ules that won't interrupt the passenger 
service, "he said. 


The culvert, which will be 10 by 12 feet 


wide and 200 feet long, will replace the 
existing structure that is much smaller 
and was buih almost 70 years ago. The 
old culvert has acted as a dam during 
flood times, backing up Salt Creek and 
flooding countless basements and ga- 
rages in Winston Park. 


The cement culvert under construction 


will be a permanent, not temporary, 
structure. "We wouldn't spend that kind 
of money on anything temporary," Spyer 
said. 


The project is being funded by a 


$680,000 state appropriation to relieve 
spring flooding in North Palatine. 


TO MAKE CULVERT construction 


work easier, a pump was installed in 
April at Rossiter Lake, north of U.S. 14 
and west of Rte. 83, to reduce the lake's 
depth and increase the size of the stor- 
age basin to hold flood waters during

Spyer said the pump, maintained by 


the Village of Palatine, has lowered the 
level of the lake approximately 10 feet 
and has increased the storage capacity 
of the retention basin. 


"We slowly release the waters in the 


basin during dry spells and get it proper- 
ly flowing in the creek," Spyer said. The 
creek usually rises three to four feet dur- 
ing rainy periods, he said. 


The level of the lake is about 20 feet at 


the present time, but Spyer said "there 
is absolutely no danger that the1 lake 
would become a mud hole." 


He said several residents have called 


him, complaining that the pump oper- 
ation was drying the lake out. 
- 


"If the lake gets too low, we can con- 


trol the situation by letting in water from 
the creek," he said. "The water at the 
north section of the creek is unpolluted 
and entrance of the water into the lake 
would not harm the lake water." 


Periodically pumping water from Ros- 


siter Lake to provide a proper flow in 
Salt Creek is necessary "to eliminate 
conditions for breeding grounds of mos- 
quitoes and other larvae that often result 
from stagnant water," Spyer explained. 


ALTHOUGH THE PUMP was installed 


as a temporary measure to help relieve 
flooding while the culvert is undergoing 
construction, Spyer said the pump "has 
been a definite benefit to those people 
living north of the retention basin as 
well." 


If Palatine village officials are willing, 


arrangements could be made to maintain 
the pump after completion of the culvert 
project to continue to provide upstream 
storage during rainy periods. 


The lack of flooding so far this season 


in Winston Park can be attributed to 
both the small amount of rainfall and the 
operation of the Lake Rossiter pump, al- 
though "primarily it's been the dry sea- 
son that has helped," Spyer said. 


"With that pump, right now we know 


we can handle a good size rain storm," 
he said. "Between the culvert and the 
retention basin, we should be able to 
lessen or totally eliminate flooding in the 
area." 


Besides the current project, state legis- 


lators are considering appropriating an- 
other $400,000 to $700,000 for work on Salt 
Creek further upstream next year.

Figuring out what salary increases and 


benefits

Meadows Dist. 15 are asking for this 
year during negotiations is like playing a 
game of 20 questions. _ 


Nobody's talking because of a fear that 


any publicity given to the subject of, 
(whisper now), salaries, might jeopard- 
ize the fruitfulness of negotiations. All 
anyone will do is nod their heads, occa- 
sionally answering with a simple yes or 
no to any questions dealing directly with 
money. 


Since all that money for teachers' sal- 


ries does come from taxes, either locally 
or through the state in aid, it would seem 
only proper that taxpayers be informed 
and kept up to date on the status of nego- 
tiations. More importantly, they should 
know exactly how much of their tax 
money their local teachers are request- 
ing for the coming year. 


Withholding information on teacher 


contract negotiators certainly isn't being 
done out of national security reasons. In- 
forming the public about teacher salaries 
is not going to cause a Communist take- 
over of Palatine and Rolling Meadows. 


CLOSED NEGOTIATION sessions do 


offer teacher and board of education rep- 
resentatives conditions that are relative- 
ly comfortable and unpressured by pub- 
lic opinion. 


Such unpressured situations are sup- 


posed to be conducive to decision-mak- 
ing However, negotiations have been go- 
ing on now since March and the big 


points on the teacher contract have yet 
to be decided. 


Last year was the first year in the his- 


tory of Dist. 15 that contract negotiations 
carried on into the end of summer. 
Teachers had new contracts only two 
weeks before the beginning of the fall 
semester. 


It appears as though the same thing 


might happen this year. Individual teach- 
ers, who also have been kept in the dark 
during negotiations, are resigned to the 
fact that it will take all summer before 
they know how much money they'll be 
earning. 


Teachers may not be getting too upset 


over the anticipated late contract agree- 
ment because they're probably happy 
they just have a job. The oversupply of 
teachers in the market puts the district 
in quite a comfortable position for hiring. 


SO LITTLE COMMUNICATION, how- 


ever, does leave a lot of room for con- 
jecture on what is going on. And as 
teacherss' 
unions 
continue to 
gain 


strength in the country, speculation on 
how far the teachers will go to get the 
increases they request is also growing. 


Strikes, at least now in Dist. 15, are not 


at all likely. As one salary negotiator put 
it, "We're a very peace loving group of 
teachers."- They're so peace loving that 
they never saw a need to include a "no- 
strike clause" in their contracts. 


Continued secrecy about salaries is 


frustrating, to say the least. Taxpayers 
have a right to know how their money is 
being divided up, even if it's only in the 
talking stages.

.3 Million In 


Construction 
During Month 


A high for the year in new buliding in 


Palatine has been recorded during the 
month of May. 


Figures issued by the village building 


and zoning department show $2.3 million 
worth of new construction starting in 
Palatine last month. The latest monthly 
report puts building permits this year al- 
most above the total of new construction 
in the village for 1970. 


Reports show a total of $5,980,965 for 


building permit revenues for 1970. It was 
the second lowest in the village in the 
past 10 years. 


But this year's total so far has reached 


$5.7 million. Indications are the figures 
will continue to increase. 


Last month's figure is almost seven 


times as much as the $379,455 total for 
May, 1970. 


Of last month's building permits, more 


than $1 million were taken'out for single- 
family homes, $928.000 for apartments, 
and $275,000 for commercial buildings. 


Several more new construction proj- 


ects are planned in the village including 
the K-Mart store at Hicks and Baldwin,

by the environmental control board and 
other health, ecology and environmental 
organizations. It will also provide a ref- 
erence area for high school or college 
students or others who would like to use 
the office materials for research. 


THERE WILL BE an area in part of 


the kitchen which will be walled off and 
include a literature stand. 


"The 
administration 
here is very 


aware of the environmental problem 
being created In most suburban commu- 
nities. It Is evident by the second sani- 
tarian they hired and summer sani- 
tarians we have had," Dawson said. 


Dawson does not believe in the old con- 


cept of public health where a health in- 
spector's duties were mainly inspecting 
restaurant* and food trucks. He feels the 
concept of health today is much more 
encompassing. 


Me also places a great deal of empha- 


sis on educating the people to health and 
environmental hazards. 


"Enforcement is often necessary but if 


you miss the opportunity to educate you 
loose your purpose for being here," Daw- 
son said. 


SOME OF THE concerns 
of the 


health personnel now include food sani- 
tation, good food practices, nuisances 
which create public health problems, 
burning, vector control, and baiting for 
rats. 


"We're quite active in animal control 


too, between handling stray dogs and 
cats and animals that bite people," Daw- 
son said. 


The health office is also involved in 


swimming pool regulations, garbage 
regulations and inspection of motels and 
housing. 


"We will eventually be involved in any 


possible environmental control area," 
the director said. 


Plans include becoming involved in 


civil defense, referral work, publishing 
an environmental newsletter and teach- 
ing a course to make people aware of 
dangers to environment.'* 


"IT'S A BIG JOB to sell people on cut- 


ting back. This society has been very ex- 
travagant. We need to take stock in what 
it is we are doing to the environment," 
Dawson said. 


Included in this plan is the making of 


visual aids to be used in schools and the 
production of an information booklet to 
have resources and common diseases in 
Palatine listed. 


Preserving the environment is not an 


eight-hour job five days a week for Daw- 
son. He takes the job home with him, as 
he believes every person should. 


"We try to save newspaper, glass and 


cans. We have a brick in our toilet tank 
to conserve on water. We try to make the 
kids aware of the fact they shouldn't let 


the water run when they brush their 
teeth," Dawson said. 


The water isn't left running at the 


Dawson home when it's time to do dish- 
es. The washed dishes are set in the sink 
of water with a small amount of chlorine 
to rinse them. 


In all fairness, Dawson pointed out, "I 


don't ride by bike to work."

Need For Environmental 
Board Studied By City 


The Rolling Meadows Board of Health 


is studying the feasibility of a city-wide 
environmental control board to deal with 
the city ecology problems. 


At a recent health board meeting, Ron- 


ald Johnson presented a resolution which 
may provide the impetus for an environ- 
mental agency. Johnson's resolution sug- 
gested setting up a recycling plant for 
cans, bottles and paper. The program 
would be handled in conjunction with the 
city public works department, Johnson 
said. 


Johnson announced Friday the entire 


area of conservation in natural resources 


is being studied by the board of health, 
with the long-range plan to establish a 
commission of professionals to be a 
watchdog of the Rolling Meadows envi- 
ronment. 


City officials estimate the agency could 


not be established in less than five years, 
"as each area of concentration would re- 
quire a full-time professional." Johnson 
said salaries of at least $15,000 would 
probably be required for men to direct 
the operation. 


"We are approaching this board with 


caution," Johnson continued. "When we 
get about a dozen directions under our 


Ponder Extension 
Of Meadow Drive 


Rolling Meadows officials are consid- 


ering extension of Meadow Drive south 
to Barker Avenue, providing a direct 
thoroughfare to all parts of the city. 


Mayor Roland Meyer said Friday that 


the road, if constructed, would run from 
the point where Meadow Drive ends near 
St. Colette's Church, west across the 
church property to the city garage where 
the road would travel south to meet 
Barker Avenue. 


"Over a year ago we made a proposal 


for purchase of the property from the 
church, but we have no firm com- 
mitment." Meyer said. He did say he 
felt a road to link the northern section of 
the city and the south was necessary. 


City Engr. James Muldowney agreed 


that an extension of Meadow Drive is 
needed. "There are just too many crooks 
in local roads to allow them to be heavily 
traveled." He added that a Meadow 
Drive lengthening .should alleviate the 
heavy traffic situation on streets near 
there, such as Jay Lane, which sould be 
used only for local traffic. 


WHEN DRIVERS REACH the end of 


Meadow Drive near St. Colette's parking 


lot, many detour into Jay Lane, Jay 
Lane has become the primary street 
which shoulders the southbound traffic 
off Meadow Drive. 


Meyer agreed that Jay Lane is not 


adequate for heavy travel. "Jay is about 
28 feet wide while the new Barker Ave- 
nue is about 40 feet wide." 


Fire Chief Thomas Fogarty said "the 


extension is something that has been 
needed for a long time." He added that a 
new road would be speedier with fewer 
turns. 


"The turns on the roads off Meadow 


Drive cause us to lose a lot of time going 
south," Fogarty said. The Rolling Mead- 
ows Fire Station is located on Meadow 
Drive near its intersection with Kirchoff 
Road. 


The proposed new road, which must 


cross St. Colette property, may take a 
long time to build, because the sale of 
church land cannot be done locally. The 
Reverend Thomas Fielding of St. Co- 
lette's said the decision whether to sell 
the land would come from the Chicago 
Archdiocese. 


control, then the commission should be 
established."

Salt Creek Culvert To Meet Deadline 


Construction of a culvert for Salt Creek 


under the Chicago and North Western 
Ry. tracks, which is expected to curb or 
eliminate flooding conditions i Palatine's 
Winston Park, should be completed by 
its September deadline. 


"Work has been on an active schedule 


and, barring a steel strike, 
there 


shouldn't be any problem finishing up on 
time," said Leonard Spyer, district engi- 
neer for the Illinois Division, of Water- 
ways. 


"We've been working closely with the 


railroad, determining construction sched- 
ules that won't interrupt the passenger 
service," he said. 


The culvert, which will be 10 by 12 feet 


wide and 200 feet long, will replace the 
existing structure that is much smaller 
and was built almost 70 years ago. The 
old culvert has acted as a dam during 
flood times, backing up Salt Creek and 
flooding countless basements and ga- 
rages in Winston Park. 


The cement culvert under construction 


will be a permanent, not temporary, 
structure. "We wouldn't spend that kind 
of money on anything temporary," Spyer 
said. 


The project is being funded by a 


$650,000 state appropriation to relieve 
spring flooding in North Palatine. 


TO MAKE CULVERT construction 


work easier, a pump was installed in 
April at Rossiter Lake, north of U.S. 14 
and west of Rte. 53, to reduce the lake's 
depth and increase the size of the stor- 
age basin to hold flood waters during 
rainy weather. 


Spyer said the pump, maintained by 


the Village of Palatine, has lowered the 
level of the lake approximately 10 feet 
and has increased the storage capacity 
of the retention basin. 


"We slowly release the waters in the 


basin during dry spells and get it proper- 
ly flowing in the creek," Spyer said. The 
creek usually rises three to four feet dur- 
ing rainy periods, he said.

Figuring out what salary increases and 


benefits 
teachers 
in 
Palatine-Rolling 


Meadows Dist. 15 are asking for this 
year during negotiations is like playing a 
game of 20 questions. 


Nobody's talking because of a fear that 


any publicity given to the subject of, 
(whisper now), salaries, might jeopard- 
ize the fruitfulness of negotiations. All 
anyone will do is nod their heads, occa- 
sionally answering with a simple yes or 
no to any questions dealing directly with 
money. 


Since all that money for teachers' sal- 


ries does come from taxes, either locally 
or through the state in aid, it would seem 
only proper that taxpayers be informed 
and kept up to date on the status of nego- 
tiations. More importantly, they should 
know exactly how much of their tax 
money their local teachers are request- 
ing for the coming year. 


Withholding information on teacher 


contract negotiatons certainly isn't being 
done out of national security reasons. In- 
forming the public about teacher salaries 
is not going to cause a Communist take- 
over of Palatine and Rolling Meadows. 


CLOSED NEGOTIATION sessions do 


offer teacher and board of education rep- 
resentatives conditions that are relative- 
ly comfortable and unpressured by pub- 
lic opinion. 


Such unpressured situations are sup- 


posed to be conducive to decision-mak- 
ing. However, negotiations have been go- 
ing on now since March and the big 


points on the teacher contract have yet 
to be decided. 


Last year was the first year in the his- 


tory of Dist. 15 that contract negotiations 
carried on into the end of summer. 
Teachers had new contracts only two 
weeks before the beginning of the fall 
semester. 


It appears as though the same thing 


might happen this year. Individual teach- 
ers, who also have been kept in the dark 
during negotiations, are resigned to the 
fact that it will take all summer before 
they know- how much money they'll be 
earning. 


Teachers may not be getting too upset 


over the anticipated late contract agree- 
ment because they're probably happy 
they just have a job. The oversupply of 
teachers in the market puts the district 
in quite a comfortable position for hiring. 


SO LITTLE COMMUNICATION, how- 


ever, does leave a lot of room for con- 
jecture on what is going on. And as 
teacherss' 
unions 
continue 
to 
gain 


strength in the country, speculation on 
how far the teachers will go to get the 
increases they request is also growing. 


Strikes, at least now in Dist. 15, are not 


at all likely. As one salary negotiator put 
it, "We're a very peace loving group of 
teachers." They're so peace loving that 
they never saw a need to include a "no- 
strike clause" in their contracts. 


Continued secrecy about salaries is 


frustrating, to say the least. Taxpayers 
have a right to know how their money is 
being divided up, even if it's only in the 
talking stages.

Construction

He just finished spending five 
years remodeling the old house which he 
lives In at 715 N. Highland, Arlington 
Heights, with bis wife Melodee, and four 
children, Mike, 14; Julie, 12; Susan, 10, 
and Scott, 9. 


THE HEALTH OFFICE has been re- 


painted partially paneled, 
and cork 


board has been added. New lighting will 
be installed and possibly carpeting. 


He has spent about $700 on the project

When he's finished the building will 


house an office in the back for Dawson, 
one for the secretary, Murial Lorist, and 
one for the registered sanitarian Al Will- 
iford, and the environmental technician, 
Robert Leonard.

tarians we have had," Dawson said. 


Dawson does not believe in the old con- 


cept of public health where a health in- 
spector's duties were mainly inspecting 
restaurants and food trucks. He feels the 
concept of health today is much more 
encompassing. 


He also places a great deal of empha- 


sis on educating the people to health and 
environmental hazards. 


"Enforcement is often necessary but if 


you miss the opportunity to educate you 
loose your purpose for being here," Daw- 
son said. 


SOME OF THE 
concerns 
of 
the 


health personnel now include food sani- 
tation, good food practices, nuisances 
which create public health problems, 
burning, vector control, and baiting for 
rats. 


"We're quite active in animal control 


too, between handling stray dogs and 
cats and animals that bite people," Daw- 
son said. 


The health office is also involved in 


swimming pool regulations, 
garbage 


regulations and inspection of motels and 
housing. 


"We will eventually be involved in any 


possible environmental control area," 
the director said. 


Plans include becoming involved in 


civil defense, referral work, publishing 
an environmental newsletter and teach- 
ing a course to make people aware of 
dangers to environment. 


"For those who have friends in nursing 


homes, it's a time to renew friendships. 
For those who have never visited a nurs- 
ing home, it's an opportunity to stop by 
and get acquainted," she added.

Center 
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Incorporation 
Will Be Long 
Battle For All

A News Analysis 


A proposal to incorporate the City of 


Prospect Heights has brought an appar- 
ent discrepancy in state statutes before 
the courts for the first time. 


A long legal fight will probably be a 


prerequisite to a final court ruling on the 
discrepancy, which concerns the proce- 
dure of incorporating a city. 


Residents in "old town" Prospect 


Heights brought the discrepancy before 
the courts this spring when they petition- 
ed to incorporate portions of Prospect 
H e i g h t s , unincorporated Arlington 
Heights and unincorporated Mount Pros- 
pect. 


The petitioners, represented by Atty. 


Donald Kreger, contend they don't need 
to secure the consent of neighboring mu- 
nicipalities. However attorneys repre- 
senting the villages of Wheeling and Ar- 
lington Heights claim the city can not 
incorporate because the villages have not 
consented. 


ONE PORTION OF THE statutes says 


the municipalities' consent must be se- 
cured If the population of the proposed 
city Is less than 7,500 in an area not ex- 
ceeding four square miles. The popu- 
lation of the proposed city of Prospect 
Heights exceeds 7,500 so Kreger con- 
cludes that the consent is not necessary. 


Friday Storm 
Kayoes Power 


A few hundred homes in the Mount 


Prospect and Prospect Heights areas 
were without power Friday night as a 
result of the thunderstorm that occurred. 


According to a Commonwealth Edison 


Co. spokesman, the electrical break- 
downs were the result of tree limbs fall- 
ing on wires or of wires being blown 
from their poles. 


Commonwealth 
Edison 
Co. crews 


worked through Friday night and Satur- 
day to restore service. A spokesman said 
power to most of the affected homes was 
restored by 3 a.m. Saturday. 


"It's difficult to determine at this point 


how many homes were affected by ser- 
vice breakdowns," the spokesman said. 
He estimated the number at a few hun- 
dred. 


But two earlier portions of the statutes 


indicate the proposed city must secure 
the consent of any municipality within 
one mile of the proposed boundaries. The 
first portion says the petition must state 
that no municipality within one mile has 
not consented. And the second says ob- 
jections may state that a municipality 
within one mile has not consented. 


Last week, attorneys on both sides ar- 


gued the consent question in court, but 
the judge refused to make a ruling until 
the petitioners present basic evidence on 
their incorporation plan June 29. 


Yet, even when the Cook County Cir- 


cuit Court does make a ruling it is al- 
most certain that the case will not end 
there. Attorneys on both sides have in- 
dicated they will appeal the case to a 
higher court if the county judge does not 
rule in their favor. 


BOTH SIDES ARE interesed in ap- 


pealing because they feel too much is at 
stake to stop with a lower court decision. 
The Prospect Heights residents are fight- 
ing for local government and a voice in 
future development of their community. 
And two important factors in the munici- 
palities' fight are their desires to keep 
their prospects of growth open and to 
avoid having to contend with a new mu- 
nicipality. 


Consquently, Prospect Heights resi- 


dents may expect a long legal fight. The 
case has already been continued four 
times at the county level since March. 
The question is, how long will the Pros- 
pect Heights residents be willing to pay 
legal fees? 


In January members of the Prospect 


Heights Improvement Association au- 
thorized the association to use its current 
budget of $7,000 for legal fees. It is not 
known how much of this amount they 
have already spent, nor how much they 
have left. 


Moreover, a majority of the residents 


in the area proposed for incorporation do 
not appear to be backing the proposal. A 
survey 
conducted by the Prospect 


Heights Jaycees, earlier this year, 
showed that 38 per cent favored in- 
corporation, 30 per cent favored unincor- 
poration, and 25 per cent favored annex- 
ation. And at the January meeting of the 
association, 57 per cent of the 100 per- 
sons at the meeting voted to take steps 
toward incorporation.

Supt. James Eriviti told the Herald

This 
year the cost of classroom teachers was 
about $4,940,000. 


BECAUSE OF the failure of the June 


12 referendum, however, the district will 
have to cut its budget until it balances 
with income that will probably decrease, 
he said. 


The district has estimated that it must 


cut the education fund budget, out of 
which teachers are paid, by $619,000, un- 
less the decision by Circuit Court Judge 
Walter Dahl outlawing the corporate per- 
sonal property tax is overturned by the 
Illinois Supreme Court and not appealed 
further. 


Some of those cuts, Erviti said, will 


have to be made by not hiring replace- 
ments for some of the teachers who have 
resigned. In addition, the district will not 
hire 24 teachers to keep class size the 
same as this year after a projected en- 
rollment increase. 


Budget decisions on the number of 


teachers to be employed next year will 
be made by the board following budget 
committee meetings, he said. 


Immediately following the referendum 


defeat, he said, some non-certificated 
persons, including teacher aides and 
nurses, were told they will probably not 
be hired by the district next year. 


"We are going to try to do as much as 


we can before we get to classroom teach- 
ers," he said.

59 
voted unanimously Thursday to ratify a 
1971-72 teachers' contract, raising the 
pay scale by three per cent.

Harvey commended "all those respon- 
sible for this agreement." 


"The teachers have certainly taken a

Agreement on the 1970-71 contract was 


not reached until February, following a 
one-day teacher's strike. 


Supt. James Eriviti told the Herald 


that if the district employed its present 
faculty — 523 teachers — for next year, 
the settlement would cost the district 
about $155,000 more in salaries. This 
year the cost of classroom teachers was 
about $4,940,000. 


BECAUSE OF the failure of the June 


12 referendum, however, the district will 
have to cut its budget until it balances 
with income that will probably decrease, 
he said. 


The district has estimated that it must 


cut the education fund budget, out of 
which teachers are paid, by $619,000, un- 
less the decision by Circuit Court Judge 
Walter Dahl outlawing the corporate per- 
sonal property tax is overturned by the 
Illinois Supreme Court and not appealed 
further. 


Some of those cuts, Erviti said, will 


have to be made by not hiring replace- 
ments for some of the teachers who have 
resigned In addition, the district will not 
hire 24 teachers to keep class size the 
same as this year after a projected en- 
rollment increase 


Budget decisions on the number of 


teachers to be employed next year will 
be made by the board following budget 
committee meetings, he said. 


Immediately following the referendum 


defeat, he said, some non-certificated 
persons, including teacher aides and 
nurses, were told they will probably not 
be hired by the district next year. 


"We are going to try to do as much as 


we can before we get to classroom teach- 
ers," he said.

Counseling Center Battles To Meet Deficit 


A concerted effort to help save the 


Community Counseling Center in Des 
Plaines from a severe money problem 
was begun in Mount Prospect late last 
week when members of the Center's Ad- 
visory Board began plans to meet an ex- 
pected $15,000 deficit. 


The Community Counseling Center, 


1797 Oakton St., Des Plaines, serves a 
wide geographic area of the Northwest 
suburbs with family counseling. Faced 
by a reduction in funds available through 
local township governments, the Center 
anticipates a $15,000 deficit for the year, 
a figure which will mean the curtailment

of counseling services for the area. 


AT A THURSDAY night meeting held 


at the First Baptist Church in Mount 


Prospect, members of the advisory 
board decided to pursue funding possi- 
bilities on a community basis and to at- 
tempt to bring concerned members of 
business and industry into the fund cam- 
paign.

BASIS FOR the appeal and for the 


Herald's support of the campaign is ex- 


plained today on the editorial page. 


First contribution to the Herald's 


emergency fund to help the center was 
Brigadier C. Milton Anderson, command- 
er of the Northern Illinois Division, The 
Salvation Army. Brigadier Anderson 
praised the Herald for its "moral and 
financial support in helping us provide 
the Center with the encouragement and 
means to continue its work." 


The Counseling Center is operated un- 


der auspices of The Salvation Army 
Family Services Division. Although sev- 
eral other agencies in the suburbs pro- 


vide student, mental health and psy- 
chological counseling, the Center is the 
only agency in the Northwest suburbs 
whose purpose is family counseling over 
a wide township basis with professional 
social workers. 


ALTHOUGH THE financial plight of 


the Center is now the chief concern of 
the Advisory Board, Miss Mary Young, 
director, reported last week she was opti- 
mistic that the agency could look for- 
ward to expanded services eventually, 
with an outlying or "outpost" center in 
Schaumburg Township to aid individuals 
and families there.

A recommendation to hire a commu- 


nity relations coordinator will be one of 
t h e many items discussed 
during 


tonight's meeting of the 
Arlington 


Height* Village Board. 


The recommendation will be made in a 


report from the board's public relations 
committee. The meeting will begin at 8 
p.m. in the Municipal Building, 33 S. Ar- 
lington Heights Rd. 


Duties for the coordinator, as outlined 


during the public relations committee's 
meeting June 10, include: 


— Receiving residents' complaints, 


questions and suggestions and providing 
responses, solutions and better dialogue 
between village government and local 
residents. 


— Maintaining a log of the complaints 


and report these regularly to the village 
board. 


— Providing written and verbal pre- 


sentations to the news media, citizens 
groups, local service organizations and 
school groups, 


— Scheduling news conferences, may- 


or's roundtable discussions and other ac- 
tivities such as village tours and special 
projects to create interest in village gov- 
ernment. 


THE COORDINATOR would also help 


guide the village board in community re- 
lations. He would be responsible for sur- 
veys of residents on the quality of gov- 
ernmental services and other items. 


Other duties would include working to 


increase communications with other 
communities. The person chosen for this 
position would be mutually selected by 
the village manager and the village 
board. 


The committee's recommendation is 


based on its feeling that the problem of 
the village government's relation to the 
community must be tackled as a long- 
range and on-going project. To imple- 
ment an the various, points in a coordi- 
nated plan, a person should be hired to 
be in charge of the plan, according to the 
committee. 


A similar suggestion in January of 1970 


was tabled indefinitely by the village 
board. Members of the board at that 
time disagreed on whether a public rela- 
tions man was needed by a village of 
Arlington Heights' size.

Strained By 
Loop's Aid 


Driving conditions in downtovm Arling- 


ton Heights at rush hour or on a busy 
shopping day prove that traffic con- 
gestion isn't just a big city problem. 


And it is with an eye to remedying 


these traffic tangles that the Arlington 
Heights Chamber of Commerce Is in- 
itiating a study of vehicle flow and park- 
ing facilities in the central business dis- 
trct. 


"Arlngton Heights is the single biggest 


commuter stop on the Chicago North 
Western Ry.," said Chamber Executive 
Director Earl W. Johnson. 


While that may help alleviate traffic 


congestion in the Chicago Loop, it puts a 
serious strain on local parking faculties. 


"Everyday more than 5,000 people 


board the train in Arlington Heights," 
Johnson said, "and many of them leave 
their cars behind in the village." 


"WE'RE GOING TO HAVE to find bet- 


ter solutions to the problem of commuter 
autos," he said. 


Johnson also noted that there are cer- 


tain difficulties caused by the physical 
layout of the village. 


The heavy stream of cars along North- 


west Highway and the North Western 
tracks bisect the downtown business, 
area, often making crosstown travel very 
slow. 


"It is essential that we keep the traffic 


flowing downtown," Johnson said. 


The Chamber's study is being carefully 


designed to complement other traffic re- 
ports prepared by the village board. It 
will include a number of specific recom- 
mendations, Johnson said. 


"Very probably we'll keep hammering 


away at the point that what we really 
need downtown is a couple of multi-story 
parking ramps," he said. 


"But there will be other recommenda- 


tions as well."

auditors will pay him $3.50 an hour. 


Thistles, according to Webster's dic- 


tionary, are a "tribe of prickly plants of 
numerous species, most of them in- 
habitants of Europe." Also, according to 
Webster, a thistle is the national emblem 
of Scotland. 


To Maulding, manager of Quality Care 


and Landscape, 
and 
town 
officials, 


thistles are "noxious weeds." 


This summer the town board plans to 


crack down on all thistles in the area, 
that is, if they are found growing in unin- 
corporated areas outside the municipal- 
ities of Elk Grove Village, Mount Pros- 
p e c t , 
Rolling 
Meadows, Arlington 


Heights and Des Plaines. 


"THIS IS THE FIRST time we have 


taken a positive stand on_ enforcing a 
weed program." asserted ' Bernard F. 
Lee. a town board member. 


He said Maulding has been instructed 


to investigate complaints of wild weed 
growth as well as patrol the township 
looking for weeds. 


Residents on whose property weeds are 


found will be notified by the township to 
cut their weeds, according to Lee. If they 
refuse, the thistle commissioner will do 
the task for them and bill the property 
owners, he said. 


If someone refuses to pay, "we'll place 


a lien against their property." said Lee, 
adding that the town board rpf-ently 
passed an ordinance to this effect 


Maulding is experienced in weed cut- 


ting. Lee Said, largely because he is a 
landscaper and has the equipment. He 
was chosen by the board over another 
candidate, Gerald Smiley of Elk Grove 
Village. 


Some of the unincorporated arpas the

Jerry Pinderski sometimes has trouble 


knowing who's boss. 


Although he is a succesful lawyer with 


offices in Palatine and Chicago, he also 
has nine children, which makes all the 
difference in the world when it comes to 
knowing who is boss 


Pinderski, his wife Colette, and chil- 


dren have lived in Palatine for seven 
years. Their "hotel" is located at 622 N. 
Robinson. Prior to that they lived in Ar- 
lington Heights for five years. 


His children are all acquainted with his 


work, and often help out at the office. 
The older ones usher in customers, an- 
swer phones and handle filing. 


But all of the youngsters know what 


being a lawyer is like because their fa- 
ther sets up "biz points" with them ever 
since they were old enough to walk. 


"BIZ POINT," a carryover from baby 


talk bur business appointments, was de- 
signed by Pinderski to be a combination 
treat, time with their father, and ori- 


entation to the business world. 


Even Polly, the shy little 4-year-old, 


knows what her daddy does, and looks 
forward to her own "biz points," al- 
though she has gone on several already. 
It involves going with her father on the 
train to Chicago, stopping at the office 
and then going to a secret place, such as 
a museum. The trip is topped off by 
lunch at a club or special restaurant be- 
fore heading home. 


All of life is not wrapped around the 


office however, although most of it is 
geared toward the children. 


Trips to far away and exciting places 


are in the offing almost any time of the 
year, and Mrs. Pinderski knows she can 
expect to answer the phone on a Friday 
and hear that she has to be prepared to 
be in Disneyland or the Bahamas on 
Tuesday. The kids don't seem to mind, 
but then they don't have to do the pack- 
ing. 


PINDERSKI also goes on camping 


trips with his two older boys, Jerry Jr., 


and Paul. The two boys are going camp- 
ing Saturday, and Pinderski will be tak- 
ing the three younger boys, Mark, Mat- 
thew, and Jimmy, to meet them late Sat- 
urday. They'll stay overnight and all 
come home Sunday, even though Sunday 
is Father's Day. 


Pinderski also enjoys flying, saying it's 


the only way to travel. He is not a pilot, 
but accompanies his oldest son to the air- 
port in Elgin quite often where Jerry Jr. 
is taking flying lessons. The lessons are 
offered by the Boy Scouts air explorer 
post, through the aid of a booster club 
which Pinderski helped form. Airline pi- 
lots volunteer their time to teach the 
boys to fly. 


Mrs. Pinderski's secret to sanity is to 


keep the children as busy as possible. 
They have swimming pool passes, are 
enrolled in summer school and summer 
playground activities. 


ALTHOUGH IT MAY seem difficult to 


keep tabs on nine children, the parents 
know all their names and ages. They've 


also summed up their personalities. 


Matthew and Jimmy are Heckyl and 


Jeckyl, while Paul is a Neil Simon and 
playwright. Paul not only writes plays 
but produces a newspaper for the nouse- 
hold and works on a Boy Scout paper. 


The two little girls, Polly and Susie are 


Pixie and Dixie. 


Feeding the children is apparently no 


problem, since they all have a few com- 


mon tastes such as pizza, hamburger and 
steak. They also consume 16 gallons of 
milk a week. 


All nine want to be lawyers like their 


father, and like his father before him. 
Although visiting the office and going on 
trips is encouraged by Pinderski to "ex- 
pose the children to new experiences and 
teach them responsibility" it's also part 
of a plot. 


Woman Golfer Really Teed Off 


Mrs. Patti Lister of Des Plaines is not 


a Women's Lib advocate. She just wants 
to play golf on Saturday mornings. 


"I think it's unfair," says Mrs. Lister, 


who is "teed off" at Mount Prospect 
Park officials because they have closed 
the fairways to members of the fairer 
sex on Saturday and Sunday mornings. 


Mrs. Lister, of 1099 Jeanette, has 


threatened to sue the park board, claim- 
ing her civil rights are being violated, 
unless the park district recants and 
opens up its Mount Prospect Country 
Club golf course to women on week end 
mornings. 


The whole thing started a couple weeks 


ago. says Mrs. Lister, who has played 
golf for four years and says she shoots in 
the "high SO's" for nine holes. 


"My husband and I went to play golf 


on Saturday, June 5. We had a starting 
time at 11:05 but when my husband 
started to pay our greens fee. they told 
me I wasn't allowed to play because I 
was a woman and women weren't 
allowed 
on the course before one 


o'clock," she says. 


"I asked one of the men why they did 


this and he said 'go to the park board, 
lady." so I did," she says. 


"I 
CALLED THE 
Civil 
Liberties 


Union, and I called the Illinois Human 
Relations Commission and the Chicago 
Human Relations Commission and the 
Legal Aid Society and I made a lot of 


other calls trying to get help," said Mrs. 
Lister, who finally was referred to an 
attorney by a women's liberation group. 


"They were the only ones who thought 


it was really wrong and discriminatory 
against women," she says. 


Accompanied by her attorney (a wom- 


an), Mrs. Lister went to the park board, 
where she was told the no-female ruling 
is traditional at the district's golf course. 


Men work all week, the park commis- 


sioner said, and should be allowed to 
play by themselves on week end morn- 
ings. 


The park board attitude didn't sit too 


well with Mrs. Lister or her attorney, 
Judith Atkinson. 


"In effect, what they have done is 


completely outlawed women who work 
from playing golf," says Miss Atkinson. 


"To many men, especially four of the 


five men on the committee who all 
seemed over 50, this isn't any form of 
discrimination because of their chauvi- 
nistic mate minds something like this is 
perfectly legitimate," she says. 


An additional park rule giving men tee- 


ofi times between 5 and 6 p.m. on week 
nights effectively blocks working women 
from playing at all, Miss Atkinson says. 


MISS ATKINSON SAYS she'll submit a 


brief to the park board telling why she 
thinks the no-woman ruling should be 
changed. 


"But if the park board refuses to listen 


to a reasonable argument and provide 
equal access to the golf course for all 
sexes at all hours, we will then be forced 
to go to federal court," she says. 


Park officials point out that the course 


is open to women on Tuesday, Wednes- 
day and Thursday mornings and men are 
not allowed to play between 7:30 and 9:30 
a.m. on those days. 


"According to law, we cannot dis- 


criminate against anyone because of 
their six but we have found over the 
years that running the golf course with 
specific times for different groups to 
play gets the most use out of it," says 
Park 
Commissioner Roland 
Becker, 


chairman of the golf course committee. 


"We can run the golf course in an or- 


derly manner by setting up specific 
times 
for men's leagues, 
women's 


leagues and youth," he says. 


Tom Cooper, park director, says the 


no-woman rule on week end mornings is 
not discriminatory. 


"We set the two days aside for men 


because they work all week. Women who 
are golfers can usually arrange to play 
during the week but Saturdays and Sun- 
days are the only time men can," says 
Cooper. 


BUT ACCORDING TO Mrs. Lister, a 


housewife with two children, she can't 
get out on week days and besides, she 
likes to play golf with her husband.

mallards, ducks, muskrats, blackbirds, 
raccoons, sparrows, warblers, etc. — to 
the Lutheran Home and Services for the 
Aged, 800 W. Oakton, Arlington Heights. 


The board tonight is expected to accept 


a bid to revamp the basin for about 
$59,000. 


At present, the basin is fenced and con- 


tains water all year. Village plans call 
for removing the fence, regrading the 
pond banks into gently sloping ground 
and other work so the basin will hold 
water for only a few hours after a rain. 


But the four boys say the pond is worth 


saving. 


Their main arguement is that the pond 


is not polluted, as some people say, and 
that, more importantly, the wildlife liv- 
ing there would be displaced from their 
homes. 


"PEOPLE DON'T think the area is liv- 


able," one of the boys said. "But there 
are a lot of young animals there. If the 
area was polluted, then animals couldn't 
live there. But they do." 


"There's garbage out there and tires 


and other stuff," another of the boys 
said, "and we'd like to see it cleaned up. 
The fence could be fixed to keep little 
kids and dogs out." 


"One of the civic associations said the 


land was an eyesore," a third boy said. 
"But it's just like a wildlife area. The 
animals are there because new houses 
are going up and this is the last spot for 
them." 


The fourth boy said, "The people who 


are against this say they are doing this 
for the good of the town. But they don't 
think of nature. They're wrecking it. 
They're not willing to sacrifice any- 
thing." 


The boys wrote a letter to Ronald 


Dodd, superintendent of the Arlington 
Heights Park District, asking that the 
pond be saved. He told them to talk to 
village president Jack Walsh and Village 
Mgr. L. A. Hanson and the matter now 
stands before the board tonight. 


If the board says no to the boys' pro- 


posal, they will begin immediately to 
transfer the wildlife to the Lutheran site. 
They will use traps and move the ani- 
mals until the nesting season is over.

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House To Vote 
Today On Subsidy 
For Bus Firm 


The Illinois House of Representatives 


is scheduled to vote today on a bill that 
would provide about $125,000 in annual 
state payments for United Motor Coach 
Co. of Des Plaines. 


The bill, passed last week by the House 


Appropriations Committee, would subsi- 
dize all private mass transit companies 
that provide reduced fare transportation 
for school children 


The bill, sponsored by State Rep. Rob- 


ert Juckett (R-Park Ridge), would give 
the bus company a reimbursement for 
each student rider equal to the difference 
between the reduced student fare and the 
regular full fare. A similar bill submitted 
last year by Juckett was defeated. 


State Rep. David Regner (R-Mount 


Prospect), House appropriations com- 
mittee chairman. Friday told the Herald 
that he expects a close vote on the bill 
because of possible Democratic opposi- 
tion. 


The bill allocates one million dollars 


statewide for reimbursements. 


UNITED MOTOR COACH, which car- 


ries about 1V4 million school age riders 
each year, would receive a little less 
than $125,000 in 1972 under the proposed 
bill, according to Elmer Schuemann, 
vice president and general manager. 


He said the bus company, which pro- 


vides non-charter transportation for stu- 
dents at School Dist. 62 elementary 
schools and the four Maine Township 
high schools, charges 12% cents per ride 
less than full fare for high school stu- 
dents and 16 cents less for elementary 
students. 


Under the formula in Juckett's bill, 


which limits per-ride reimbursement to 
one half the full fare, the bus company 
would receive $80,108 for transporting the 
high school students and $44,352 for ele- 
mentary students, Schuemann said, or a 
total Of $124,460. 


A small number of parochial school 


students would increase the annual reim- 
bursement to about $125,000, he said. 


The bus company, which now gains 


much of its revenue from transporting 
school children, is expected to suffer fi- 
nancially again this summer while 
schools are out, according to Schuemann. 


"THE SUMMER MONTHS are always 


tougher for us," he said. "Last year for 
July and August we dropped $35,000 in 
two months. I don't expect it to be that 
much this year but we always do hurt 
more in the summer." 


The bus company, which lost a total of 


$114,000 in 1970, reduced its fourth quar- 
ter losses to $2,500 after losing money at 
the rate of $12,000 a month much of the 
year. 


"Actually, for the first five months of 


this year, we're down to about a $4,600 
loss, which is a lot better picture than 
last year," Schuemann said Friday. 


The company has been voted subsidies 


totaling $3,674 a month by Des Plaines, 
Park Ridge, Niles and Morton Grove, al- 
though the firm has yet to receive any of 
the $l,385-a-month in motor fuel tax 
funds approved by officials in Des 
Plaines, Schuemann said. 


The bus company, which provides lim- 


ited service to most Northwest suburbs, 
last year requested $12,000 in monthly 
susbidies from North and Northwest sub- 
urban municipalities.

Reports from Benjamin and Lang, Inc. 


municipal bond consultants, and H, W. 
Lochner, Inc., engineers, are expected 
by the city within several weeks to out- 
line present and future parking needs, 
and ways of financing increased parking 
for redevelopment. 


Increased parking rates, from 5 to 10 


cents per hour for shoppers, and from 50 
cents to 75 cents a day for commuters, 
will be one of the recommendations, Ed- 


ward Benjamin, of Benjamin and Lang 
told redevelopment officials. 


THE DES PLAINES City Council July 


6 will also be asked to authorize negotia- 
tion for purchase of Chicago and North 
Western Rwy. right of way along Ellin- 
wood, proposed by redevelopment offi- 
cials as a site for expanded downtown 
parking, according to James Paroubek, 
president of the Des Plaines Redevelop- 
ment Association. 


Benjamin told the Herald the report 


commissioned by the city will show pro- 
cedures for financing the first stage of 
the new parking facilities. 


Benjamin announced at a June 12 rede- 


velopment meeting that two Des Plaines 
banks agreed to buy $700,000 in parking 
revenue bonds for more parking to pro- 
vide about 1,200 more spaces downtown. 


Raising parking rates would create ex- 


tra funds which would pay for the bond 
issue, he said. 


The city deferred a similar Benjamin 


recommendation to raise rates last year. 


Mayor Herbert Behrel last week said 


he thinks city council will approve the 
higher parking rates if Benjamin can 
show they will pay off the parking bonds. 


Benjamin's other announced recom- 


mendations propose ending free all-day 


parking in the downtown area, except for 
parking by residents who have homes 
there. 


THE OTHER REPORT, from Lochner, 


will include a survey of existing parking 
facilities and traffic patterns and future 
parking needs if redevelopment plans 
are approved, a Lochner spokesman 
said. 


These plans, slated to begin as early as 


next spring, include a shopping mall-of- 
fice building complex, to be built in sev- 
eral phases, on a two block area, bound- 
ed by Lee, Ellinwood, Pearson and 
Prairie streets. 


Postal Site 
Loss Doesn't 
Faze Bolek 


Loss of a one proposed post office site 


at Lee Street and Forest Avenue doesn't 
mean an end to his objections to an Oak- 
tod street site, according to Aid. Charles 
Bolek (3rd). 


Bolek, who has favored construction of 


a new main post office on the Lee-Forest 
property, said he will not try to change a 
decision by the site owners to construct 
office buildings there. 


"They've waited for a long time and 


have probably suffered an economic 
loss," he said. Bolek said approval of a 
rezoning request from the site owners to 
clear the way for construction of office 
buildings and a restaurant will be "pret- 
ty much of a formality." 


"However, this doesn't mean we agree 


to an Oakton site," he said. 


Construction of a new post office has 


been under discussion for more than two 
years. The new facility would consolidate 
operations at four locations, three in Des 
Plaines and one hi Rosemont. 


THE CITY has asked postal authorities 


in the past to build the new post office at 
the Lee-Forest site, but the postal ser- 
vice has wanted to build on a site it owns 
on Oakton and Executive Way. The Lee- 
Forest property would cost $50,000 more 
than the Oakton site, postal officials have 
said. 


Bolek told the city council recently that 


a post office at Oakton and Executive 
Way would cause $140,000 loss in proper- 
ty values to 60 nearby homeowners, ac- 
cording to an appraisal. 


He also has said that the postal offi- 


cials are reexaming their building and 
site plans for Des Plaines but no decision 
can be expected within the next few 
months because of the confusion caused 
by post office reorganization. 


Lee-Forest site owners will seek rezon- 


ing on part of the site at a June 29 Des 
Plaines Zoning Board of Appeals. 


A spokesman for the owners said last 


Thursday the land could still be used for 
a post office if a decision were made 
quickly in favor of the Lee-Forest site.

A report of the Northwest Suburban 


Bar Association (NSBA), however, stated 
findings almost opposite to the CCL re- 
port. 


A 50-man evaluation committee of the 


NSBA, comprising lawyers who practice 


primarily in the two suburban districts, 
recommended the elevation of all but one 
of the 13 local magistrates. 


Robert Sklodowski, committee chair- 


man, said, but for.the single exception, 
"We found them all well qualified and 
recommended they all be elevated." 


The NSBA rated the magistrates ex- 


cellent, good, fair and poor in each of six 
categories: knowledge of the law, judi- 


cial temperament, integrity, fairness of 
verdict, and tolerance of lawyers' sched- 
ules. 


ONLY PAUL A. O'MALLEY was de- 


scribed by the NSBA as unqualified and 
not recommended for elevation. Sklo- 
dowski said O'Malley received a "poor" 
rating in judicial temperament and 
"fair" in both fairness of verdict and tol- 
erance of lawyers' schedules. 


Sklodowski criticized the CCL findings, 


saying he thinks many of the recommen- 
dations were based primarily in "hear- 
say opinions." He cited, as an example, 
a statement in the CCL report that made 
the group found Jorzak unqualified be- 
cause he once made a young man get a 
haircut before he heard the man's case. 


"He eventually found the young man 


not guilty," Sklodowski said. "It's not 


fair to say a man is unqualified on the 
basis of a single incident such as that." 


When the judges vote today, most ob- 


servers feel some of the magistrates will 
be dismissed before they can be ele- 
vated, while new magistrates will be ap- 
pointed. 


In the county 114 posts for associate 


judges are open, with only 107 magis- 
trates currently eligible to be elevated.

The River Trails Dist. 26 School Board

(some of which are 10 years old) at a 
meeting Tuesday, after polling teachers 
on the current social studies curriculum.

sent text in the third grade is also poorly 
regarded," said Matthew Meisterheim, 
chairman of the committee. 


"In general, the fourth and fifth text 


was viwed as adequate although a more 
current book was wanted," said Meister- 
heim. "A less than adequate rating was 
given to the sixth grade text by an aver-

'ts final weeks of this session, action is 
being taken on several bills affecting 
women. 


SBQ650, which would have removed 


regressive percentages, the $750.000 limit 
and the 4-year limit on aid to day care 
centers, was killed last week despite the 
W e l f a r e Committee's "do pass as 
amended" recommendation. 


Also defeated was Rep. Eugenia Chap- 


man (D-Arlington Heights) HB2210, per- 
mitting married women their choice of 
surname for legal purposes. Two other 
bills sponsored by Rep. Chapman are 
still in action. HB2209, amending the 
Workman's Compensation Act to permit 
women (otherwise able to work) to col- 
lect compensation three months befoie 
and one month after giving birth, was 
passed in the House and sent to the Sen- 
ate. HB2208, creating an office of wom- 
en's activities, was still awaiting a third 
reading last week. 


HB2681, which would require the De- 


partment of Children and Family Ser- 
vices to publish a criteria for determin- 
ing grants and aid to day care centers 
and contains many of the provisions in 
SB0650, passed the House and is now in 
the Senate. 


Another day care bill — HB1066. which 


provides for the establishment and oper- 
ation of day care centers for migrants by 
the Department of Children and Family 
Services — passed the House and was 
sent to the Senate Financial Institution 
Committee.
